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Boy Who Disappeared a Year Ago 
Picked Up in Baltimore—Has Had 
Enough Adventure.

BALTIMORE, March 18.—Sidney Scott, 
aged sixteen years, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
who ran away from home a year ago, is 
detained at Police Headquarters here for 
his parents. The lad has had all the ad- 
venture he wants, and is anxious to get 
back home. He says he worked on farms 
in Northern New York until October last 
year, when he came to this city. On arriv- 
ing here he shipped as an oyster dredger 
and was promised $12 a month. He shipped 
and was put to work near Hooper's Island, 

on the Chesapeake Bay. 

He asserts that up to last Friday, when 
he escaped from the boat, he had received 
only $4 in cash, and that a good suit of 
clothes which he possessed when he went 
to work was stolen from him. He says he 
made several attempts to escape, but was 
caught each time. 

With the assistance of a negro young 
Scott made his escape Friday and reached 
Hooper’s Island. From this point he walked 
to Cambridge, a distance of about twenty- 
seven miles, where he took the steamer for 
this city, arriving here last night. He was 
found on Light Street at a late hour by Of- 
ficer Vickers, to whom he told his story. 

The boy says his parents live at 10 Willow 
Street, Brooklyn, N. Y., and that his father, 
Henry Scott, is a mate on one of the Ward 
Line steamers. His brother, Alfred Scott 
he says, is the General Passenger Agent of 
the Savannah Steamship Line. 


HAS BEEN DEMANDE

THIEVES THREATEN TO KIDNAP. 


Kansas City Police Tell a Story of a 
Diamond Robbery and Demand 
for Money. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 18.—A theft 
of $8,000 worth of diamonds from Edwards 
& Sloan, wholesale jewelers, and a threat 
to kidnap the young son of Geprge H. Ed- 
wards unless $1,000 should be paid im- 
mediately for the return of the gems, is 
a story with which the local detectives 
are wrestling. The boy is being guarded 
closely. 

The theft, according to statements made 
public to-day, by detectives, occurred late 
last Monday afternoon. The gems disap- 
peared mysteriously from the firm's store- 
rooms in the down town district, and all 
efforts to trace them proved unavailing. 
On the following morning Mr. Edwards 
received a letter containing a proposition 
to return the diamonds upon the payment 
of $1,000. The letter stipulated that the 


money be in twenty dollar bills, be vee. 
ped in a package and left at midnight 
(Wednesday) at Fortieth and* McGee 
Streets,-in the southern part of the city. 

The letter expressly stated that the pack- 
age should be sent out by William ear- 
duff, one of the firm's clerks, and closed 
by threatening to kidnap Mr. BEdwards’s 
son if the money was not forthcoming. 
Mr. Edwards immediately had his son 
taken out of school, and he has since been 
guarded at the Edwards home. 

Wednesday night Dearduff. with a pack- 
age of waste paper, went alone to the cor- 
ner designated. In his story to the de- 
tectives Dearduff says he was met by two 
men, one of whom demanded a package, 
and commented: ‘‘Now you turn back 
and don't look back and don't say a word 
for twenty-four hours.” 

The next day Dearduff reported that he 
had found the missing tray in the base- 
ment of the Keith & Perry Building. 
Later, he reported that, while working in 
the basement, some one had stabbed him 
in the back. The wound was trifling. He 
could not give o description of his as- 
sailant. The detectives are still working 
on the case.

INFORMATION FOR FOREIGNERS. 


[This Government Gives Military At- 
taches Every Opportunity to 
Gather Facts.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Whatever 
may be the custom of other nations, the 
United States Government gives to foreign 
Military Attachés every opportunity for 
informing themselves concerning subjects 
of interest to their Governments. This 
statement was made by a high official to- 
day, for the purpose of putting an end to 
the mysterious reports which have been 
floating around in the press for some time 
to the effect that the Government was 
alarmed over the discovery of its military 

secrets by foreign powers. 

Some months ago it was reported that 
the Navy Department was trying to pre- 
vent the foreigners from learning its se- 
crets. Yesterday the story eropped up in 
@ new form, to the effect that the State 
Department, becoming alarmed at _ the 
activity of the foreign Military Attachés, 
had asked the War Department to stop 
the lealage, and that the War Department 
Was about to conduct an investigation for 
the purpose. 

The official referred to, after first de- 
claring that no complaint had ever been 
made and that no investigation was even 
contemplated, went on to say that the 
United States not only did not try to pre- 
vent Military Attachés from obtaining in- 
formation, but aided them in every way 
possible. The foreign Attachés have ac- 
cess to our arsenals, and are permitted to 
iiiform themselves in all legitimate ways. 
They are not informed concerning the tests 
nt Sandy Hook, but inasmuch as the owners 
of inventions are present at these tests and 
are not bound to secrecy, there is no way 
of preventing the furnishing of informa- 
tion, and the Administration has no in- 
tention of finding any.

GOVERNMENT TO BUY PROPERTY. 


Ferchase the Old Corcoran Art 
Gallery for $300,000.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The old Cor- 


coran Art Gallery, at Penn Avenue and 
Seventeenth Street, now rented for use by 
the United States as the Court of Claims, 
is to be bought by the Government for 
$300,000. The manager of the Corcoran 
Gallery had asked $350,000 for the lot and 
building. According to appraisals made by 
local real estate dealers, the lot was worth 
$15 a foot, or $350,000, and the building cost 
to erect $225,000. This makes the property 
stand for $575,000, but as the owners had 
been getting but $10,000 as rental for it, it 
is about decided to accept the offer of the 
Government. 

The amount obtained from the sale will 
not be used to buy pictures for the new 
Corcoran Gallery, but will be invested, and 
the income applied to extending the collec- 
tion begun and increased by the late W. W. 
Corcoran. 

If the statements made regarding the 
Corcoran Galiery are correct, the fact that 
the Government is to obtain property in 
this city for less than it is worth in the 
market is extraordinary. Usually the praec- 
tice is to make the Government pay double 
the true value for anything it wants. It 
was considered scandalous not many years 
ago because some school sites were pur- 
chased at private sale at about what they 
were worth, when by condemnation pro- 
ceedings they would have brought much 
more money.

GREAT NORTHERN STOCK ISSUE. 


Terms Under Which Capital Will Be 
Increased $25,000,000 Announced, 


ST. PAUL, March 18.—-The Great North- 
ern official circular, signed by J. J. Hill, 
announcing the terms of the issue of $25,- 
000,000 in new stock, was issued to-day.

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INTEND TO BUILD A 
LONG TROLLEY ROAD 


Proposed Line to Extend from 
Philadelphia to This City. 


Through Fare to be 50 Cents—Part of 
the Road Leading from Trenton 
is Already Finished. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 18.—A gigantic 
trolley scheme, which is to give Philadel- 
phia 3-cent fares and connect it directly 
with New York by means of an indepen- 
dent Mne of electric railway, is being 
worked up by a number of capitalists and 
trolley promoters, with A. L. Johnson of 
New York and Robert E .Wright of Allen- 
town at their head. 

The plan, if suecessful, contemplates 
bringing the new line directly down Broad 
Street. Both Mr. Johnson and Mr. Wright 
talked freely about their plans to-night, and 
appeared confident that they would ulti- 
mately succeed in their efforts, which will 
be supported by novel and energetic meth- 
ods of campaigning. 

‘““We will give to Philadelphia a local 
service with three-cent fares and a univer- 
sal transfer system,’ said Mr. Johnson, 
“if the people will give us the right to 
place tracks on streets not now being 
used and permit us to operate our surface 
transit system. This local system we desire 
to operate in connection with our electric 
railroad between Philadelphia and New 
York. The New York line will be run at a 
guaranteed speed of fifty miles an hour, 
and the fare from this city to the metrop- 
olis will be 50 cents. 

“Our syndicate now owns the Lehigh 
Valley Traction Company, which operates 
175 miles of road between Allentown, 
Bethlehem, Easton, Slatington, and towns 
in that section. We have a clear right of 
way from Trenton to the city line of Phila- 
delphia, and most of that part of the road 
is finished. 

** We will run cars from Trenton to Phil- 
adeiphia, and from Allentown to Philadel- 
phia, before the Summer is over. Our 
route from Trenton to New York is not yet 
complete, but we expect to reach the west- 
ern bank of the Hudson River before the 
end of the present re. 

‘We have associated with us some old 
railroad men, among them I. A. Sweigard, 
who is well known in Pennsylvania as one 
of the most expert in this business. All the 
money needed has been raised, and there is 
not eaty enough in Philadelphia to buy 
us out. 

“An ordinance will be ready for Councils 
next month. There will be no grade cross- 
ings. All crossings will be made overhead 
by bridges. Our route from the city line 
into the city is as follows: 

‘From the intersection of. the Chestnut 
Hill and Spring House Turnpike, known 
as the Bethlehem Pike, with Stenton Ave- 
nue to Haines Street, to the Limekiln 
Turnpike, thence to Chew Street, and 
thence to Broad Street, and sowth to the 
business section of the city, and as far 
south as League Island. If Broad Street 
cannot be secured, we will take any other 
erred leading down to the heart of the 
city. ~ 

“If we do not get a franchise in the 
city, we will bring our Trenton and New 
York, as well as our Allentown line, passen- 
gers to the city line, and let them come in 
on any of the existing lines. We are com- 
ing into Philadelphia, and it is only a 
question of time. If we can get streets 
now unoccupied by the traction company 
we will be satisfied, and Philadelphia will 
reap the benefit as well as we.” 


SAY MINERS WILL STRIKE. 


Union Men Declare Workers Will Go 
Out April 1 Unless Operators 
Agree to Confer. 


SCRANTON, March 18.—Secretary Hart- 
lein of the United Mine Workers, said to- 
flay: ‘‘I think there will be a strike. Al- 
though the sentiment of the convention was 
against a strike, the men demand recogni- 
tion of their union.” 

Miles Dougherty, District Organizer, said 
that if the operators refuse to meet the 


men they will cause one of the greatest 
strikes that has ever taken place among 
miners. 

‘**It will be a fight to the bitter end,’’ he 
declared. ‘‘ The operators do not have to 
meet the men before April 1. If they say 
they will confer with the miners at any 
time later, and give them a guarantee to 
that effect, the strike will not be declared 
on April When the order for a strike 
comes every colliery in the region will be 
oor The men are a unit on the sub- 
ect. 


The Presidents of the various anthracite 
coal roads did not care to discuss yester- 
day the threats of a strike reported to 
have been made by officers of the United 
Mine Workers of America. At the office of 
President Truesdale of the Lackawanna it 
was said to be unlikely that any of the large 
operators would attend a conference with 
the miners. President Olyphant of the 
Delaware and Hudson Company said joint 
conferences did not amount to anything in 
the way of results. All the coal road Presi- 
dents yesterday agreed that they were will- 
ing to meet their own men, but that they 
knew of no grievances to be adjusted. 


CHICAGO RAILROAD EXTENSIONS. 


Northwestern Road Making Plans for 
a Line to Ravenswood, -. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, March 18.—Plans are being 
formulated by officials of the Northwest- 
ern Elevated Railroad Company for the 
immediate extension of the road from its 
present terminus at Wilson Avenue to the 
centre of Ravenswood. 

The incentive for this sudden shifting of 
plans is said to be due to a strong intima- 
tion from the City Council's Railroad Com- 
mittee that it would file the amendatory 
measure which was presented. several 
months ago permitting the operation of 
trains on the surface either in a “ northerly 
or northwesterly direction from Wilson 
Avenue, or both.’’ By the terms of the 
amendatory ordinance a nearly a year 
ago the road must build to the city limits 
before 1908 or forfeit $25,000 a mile.

RIOTS IN ST. PETERSBURG. 


Fierce Fighting Between Students and 
Cossacks—-Eight Hundred Persons 
Arrested—A Child Killed. 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 18.—The stu- 
dents organized yesterday what was in- 
tended to be an imposing demonstration in 
front of the Cathedral of Our Lady of 
Kazan, the occasion being the anniversary 
of the death of Vetrora, the girl who com- 
mitted suicide some years ago in a dungeon 
of the political prison in the fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul in order to escape 

infamous persecutions. 

Immense crowds assembled on the Nevski 
Prospekt and the adjacent thoroughfares. 
The military in even greater numbers oc- 
cupied the district, closed the entrances of 
all houses, and shops, patrolled the streets, 
and, time after time, cleared the pave- 
ments. They made many arrests, including 
teachers and pupils of the Higher Grade 
Girls’ School. Several of these young wo- 
men resisted arrest. The Cossacks brutaliy 
drove back the people with whips. 

A number of students who had recently 
protested against the excommunication of 
Count Tolstoi, assembled inside the Cathe- 
cral, and began smoking, shouting, throw- 
ing things at the holy images, and whist- 
ling while the sacred elements were being 
prepared for the sacrament. Thereupon the 
congregation began to thrust the disturb- 
ers outside, and a general fight ensued. 

One of the cathedral banners was seized 
by the students, who used it in the fighting 
outside the cathedral, where proclamations 
were thrown among the crowd containing 
such phrases as ‘“ Long live liberty and free 
government,” ‘“‘ Down with the Czar,"’ and 
“* Down with rotten officials.” 

Finally the students unfurled a red flag, 


and an attempt by the police to seize it was 
the signal for a general fight. 


LONDON, March 19.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg describes. fierce fighting be- 
tween demonstrators and Cossacks. The 
latter charged the mob at a gallop, and the 

ecple replied with volleys of stones. A 
Sessack officer, who was struck in the 
head by an iron bolt, was unhorsed. The 
Cossacks, on seeing their leader fall, dis- 
mounted and engaged in a hand-to-hand 
fight, using their whips freely on the peo- 
ple, many of whom were injured seriously. 
Aliugesiee 800 students v.ere arrested. 

A later dispatch says: \ 

“The fight lasted fer an hour, and the 
disorders until the evening. From 700 to 
800 students were driven by the police and 
Cossacks into the surrounding yards, where 
they were detained for examination by the 
Minister of Justice. 

‘Faces were cut open by the whips of 
the Cossacks. Old women were’ crushed 
almost to death. A child was killed, and it 
is reported that there were other fatalities, 
though it is impossible to confirm the ru- 
mor. Further disorders are expected to- 
morrow.”

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GOES T0 ANSWER A 
CHARGE OF MURDER 


John Hazard of This City Accused 
of Killing His Rival. 


Says He Is Innocent and Accompanies 
Sheriff to the Scene of the Alleged 
Crime in Maryland.

UPPER MARLBOROUGH, Md., March 
18.—John Hazard, son of D. Hazard of New 
York, formerly a resident of Berwyn, Prince 
George County, Md., was quietly arrested 
in New York Saturday by Sheriff Shears 
and brought here yesterday. The warrant 
was sworn cut by Charles Howard of 
Alexandria, Va., father of William How- 
ard, who was found dead in the street in 
front of the residence of A. O. Smith, at 
Berwyn, on Sept. 1 last, with a bullet in 
his brain. The dead man's forehead was, it 
is said, blackened by the powder in the 
cartridge. The Coroner's jury returned a 
verdict of suicide. 

There is said to be a love story back of 
the tragedy. The young men, it is asserted, 
were rival suitors for the hand of Miss 
Smith, who has the reputation of being the 
most beautiful girl in the county. Both 
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men visited her on the evening of Aug. 31. 
Hazard left early, Howard remained later. 
Next morning the girl's father found How- 
ard’s body a short distance from the house. 
The tragedy caused a tremendous sensation 
in the county. 

The dead man’s father was suspicious of 
foul play. He has had detectives at work, 
and finally determined to bring charges 
against young Hazard. The latter 
surprised when the Sheriff served the war- 
rant upon him in New York, but he agreed 
to come to Maryland without a requisition. 
He declares: his innocence of the charge, 
and his lawyer says it can easily be proved 
that he had no connection whatever with 
young Howard's death. 

Hazard's friends say he can proye that 
he was home and in bed at 10 o'clock, 
while Howard did not leave Miss Smith's 
house until 11 o'clock or later. Miss Smith 
declines to talk about the matter, but her 
testimony at the trial may clear up the 
mystery. Hazard is generally believed to 
be innocent. He has been connected of 
late, it is said, with The New York Com- 
mercial. 

At the office of The New York Commer- 
cial it was asserted last night that one J. 
R. Hazard, according to the books, was 
employed in the circulation department and 
that he had not appeared at the office yes- 
terday.

A have read what The Abbot's owner 
has said in reply to my challenge, also the 
statement of Mr. Hamlin, his breeder, and I 
will, in answering both, make a further ef- 
fort to accomplish what I started to do. 
In regard to Mr. Hamlin's comments I 
would say he could not have read my prop- 
osition aright. He states nothing can be 
gained by agreeing upon a race this early 
in the season, and that the deposit of $10,- 
000 a side is only a gambling proposition. 
He knows, first, I do not race my horses for 
gain; next, I could gain nothing pecuniar- 
ily under the conditions I have named, as 
the forfeits go to the charities I men- 
tioned, 

“That Mr. Hamlin may know I am in 
earnest in my efforts to bring about a race 
which will do so much to enthuse the 
devotees of this great sport, I will accept 
his proposition to race Boralma against 
either The Abbot or Lord Derby for the 
sum of $250,000, although I think it is more 
than any horse shoulc race for, upon the 
following conditions, provided The Abbot's 
owner does not accept my first pregosstian. 

The race to take place in September over 
an association track, which [ will name 
the gate receipts, which I guarantee will 
be $25,000, to be given to the charities I 
have already named. Twenty-five thous- 
and doliars to be deposited upon signing of 
articles of agreement, which must be 
signed on or before March 23; $25,000 to 
be deposited July 1, and the balance the 
night before the race, all deposits to be 
forfeited by the horse not coming to the 
wire race day.

CONNECTICUT DAM BREAKS. 


Contents of Two-and-a-Half-Mile Reser- 


voir Turned Loose. 
DANIELSON, Conn., March 18.—By the 
breaking of the sluice gates and their sup- 
porting posts at the dam of the new giant 
plant of the People’s Tramway Company, 
two miles south of this town, late this aft- 
ernoon, a body of water that filled a reser- 


voir two and one-half miles Jong was 
turned loose, and the works of the com- 
pany which operates street railroads run- 
ning from Danielson to Worcester, only 
to-day placed in full operation, have been 
rendered useless for an indefinite period. 

The posts of the water gate have been 
carried away, and a gap, ever widening, 
is being opened in the embankment which 
retained the mass of water. The damage at 
the present time cannot be estimated, but 
it is figured that the loss of the machinery, 
which was within reach of the water, to- 
gether with the destruction of the water 
gate and sluiceway, will approximate be- 
tween $25,000 and $30,000. It is thought 
that a quicksand underground .was the 
cause of the accident. 

The plant was one of the largest of its 
kind in the country. It had been in process 
of construction for a number of months, 
and to-day the works were to be put inte 
full operation. At 10 o'clock this morning 
the water was turned on and at 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon the gate burst and a vol- 
ume of water, the pressure of which ,had 
been great enough to drive the 3,000 horse- 

ower turbines, leaped through the open- 
ng into the sluiceway below. 

Below the dam the water, sweeping away 
whatever opposed it in the Narrow sluice- 
way, rushed into the open, where it spread 
out over a wide range of country, but 
cause nosloss of life and no great destruc- 
tion to property.

HEIRS BEGIN FIGHT FOR 
THE GILMAN MILLIONS 


Bridgeport Court Hears Argu- 
ments for Administrators. 


ONE CENT 
A POLICE BILL TO PASS 


Gov. Odell and Senator Platt Agree 
Upon a Measure—To Include 
Seven Counties. 


A Metropolitan Police bill, to be passed 
and approved probably before the close of 
the current month, was agreed upon yes- 
terday at a two hours’ conference between 
Senator Platt and Gov. Odell. The dis- 
trict to be embraced will include the coun- 
ties of New York, Kings, Queens,- Rich- 
mond, Nassau, Westchester, and a part 
of Putnam. The latter territory will be 
taken in to give the new police force juris- 
diction over the Croton watershed. 

The Commissioner will be appointed by 
the Governor and confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. The Commissioner will have the ap- 
pointment of a Chief of Police in each of 
the counties affected. 

So certain do many Republican politicians 
feel of the early enactment of the measure 
that ex-Police Commissioner Thomas L. 
Hamilton is already named for the State 
Commissionership. 

Gov. Odell, accompanied by his son, left 
Albany on Sunday night and stopped ove1 
at Newburg. He left the latter place ear- 
ly yesterday, arriving in New York about 
1t o'clock. He at once proceeded down 
town, where he was closeted with Senator 


Platt and several lawyers for more than 
two hours. 

The Governor reached the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel soon after 2 o'clock, and for more 
than an hour occupied his old chair in Re- 
publican State headquarters. There he was 
seen by a NEW YORK TIMEs reparter. White 
admitting that he had seen the Senator, the 
Governor positively refused to discuss the 
matters considered at the conference and 
on any proposed police legislation he was 
dumb. 

The Governor visited the Lotos Club at 
about 4 o'clock, and then was driven to the 
Grand Central Station, where he took the 
5:30 o'clock train for Albany.

MRS. HALL NOT REPRESENTED 


Lawyers Say Her Claim Is Exploded== 
Court Refuses to Appoint Messrs. 
Norton and Percival. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 18.—The 
family fight for the millions of the late 
tea merchant, George Francis Gilman, be- 
gan in the Probate Court here this after- 
noon. The half-blood relatives were not 
represented in court, and the much-vaunted 
basis for the claim of Mrs. Blakeley Hall 
to the entire estate of the deceased failed 
to materialize. Many violent differences of 
opinion between the various branches of 
the full-plood heirs were revealed upon the 
question of the appointment of adminis- 
trators for the estate, and after nearly 
three hours of argument Judge E. P. 
Nobbs reserved his decision upon the ap- 
pointment until to-morrow morning. 

Judge Nobbs made his position clear 
upon several pqints to-day. In the first 
place, he required the attorneys to estab- 
lish at least prima facie evidence of domt- 
cile. It had been agreed by the representa- 
tives of the half-blood heirs that no con- 
tention would be made against adminis- 
trators nominated by the whole-blood fac- 
tion. Judge Nobbs forced the lawyers to 
show their hand, however, by saying that 
it was necessary for him to make a find- 
ing upon the application for administrators 
which stated that the deceased was @ 
resident of Connecticut. The lawyers were 
apparently disposed to be non-committal 
at first, but the Judge quietly waited, in- 
timating that he would do nothing until 
this point was settled. Finally, George W. 
Smith, the late ‘Mr. Gilman's personal 
friend and confidential employe, was put 
on the stand. Lawyer Styles Judson, Jr., 
a Bridgeport lawyer, representing the ma- 
jority of the whole-blood heirs, then asked 
these questions: 

‘Where was Mr. Gilman dwelling at the 
time of his decease?” 

“At Biack Rock,”’ replied Mr. Smith. 

‘““How many years had he dwelt there?” 

“ About twenty-three.” 

Judge Nobbs said this satisfied him, and 
the hearing proceeded. It was said after- 
ward by several of the lawyers in the case 
that for all purposes In Connecticut this 
established the legal residence as having 
been in that State. This would deprive 
the half-blood heirs of any part of the 
estate located in Connecticut. It was 
prophesied as likely that the half-blood 
neirs would seek in the New York courts 
to establish a New York residence. This, 
it was said, would provoke a clash be- 
tween the two jurisdictions which might 
take the case to the United States Supreme 
Court before being settled. 


LAWYERS RECOMMEND G. W. SMITH. 


The Probate Judge also decided that he 
would not appoint Edward L. Norton and 
Edward S. Percival administrators of the 
estate, as had been petitiqned*by.a little 
more than a majority of the interests in- 
volved. Judge Nobbs was just upon the 
point of appointing some other adminis- 
trator, when Mr. Judson asked that the at- 
torneys be allowed to consult and recom- 
mend some substitute. The Court per- 
mitted this. and the lawyers reported that 
they would ask that George W. Smith be 
appointed either by himself or to act with 
a trust company. 

In this consultation to recommend a. sub- 


stitute for Messrs. Norton and Percival, the 
attorneys for the heirs of Winthrop Gil- 
man, a full brother of the deceased, and 
for Mrs Caroline MeClellan, refused to join. 
In fact, these lawyers, on behalf of their 
clients, opposed every move that was made 
during the day by the lawyers representing 
the Norton and Percival interests. 

It is regarded by nearly all the lawyers 
interested that Judge Nobbs will appoint 
either the Bridgeport Trust Company or 
some independent individual resident in 
Connecticut as administrator. This dispo- 
sition of the case is considered by the at- 
torneys to be due more than anything else 
to the interposition of the Attorney General 
of Connecticut in the appointment of the 
administrators. In his address before the 
court Mr. Judson said concerning this ac- 
tion of the Attorney General: 

‘“‘T challenge contradiction of the state- 
ment that this is the first time in the his- 
tory of Connecticut when the Attorney 
General of the State has interfered in the 
settlement of the personnel of adminis- 
trators. I resent such interference. It is 
well enough for the State to intervene when 
the question of domicile becomes an issue. 
But it is of no legal interest to the Staté of 
Connecticut what person who shall be un- 
der legal bonds shall be appointed. 

State’s Attorney W. W. Williams of New 
Haven, representing the Attorney General, 
said that it was very evident that an effort 
was being made to have appointed adminis- 
trators who would look out for certain par- 
ticular interests, and he thought the inter- 
ests of the State of Connecticut were so 
great that the State had a right to appear 
there, and that the State recommended that 
either the Hartford or Bridgeport Trust 
Company be appointed to wind up the es- 
tate. Judge Nobbs, in his partial decision 
later. sustained the contention of the State 
of its right to appear as a party in interest. 

One surprise was prunes on the lawyers 
representing Edwar L. Norton in the 
charge made by John J. Carr, representing 
the heirs of Winthrop Gilman, that the ap- 
pointment of Edward.L. Norton and The- 
ophilus Gilman as New York administrators 
was a proceeding that had been “ railroad- 
ed” by the petitioners through the Surro- 
gates’ Court without notice to anyvof the 
other heirs. Mr. Norton’s attorneys denied 
that there had been any “ railroading,” but 
Mr. Carr refused to retract his charge 
even when asked by the court if he would 
do so. : 

A large crowd witnessed the proceedings 
to-day. The City Council Chamber was 
the scene of the drama. Nearly a score 
of lawyers were present, and among thé 
heirs in court were the three daughters 
of Winthrop Gilman. Mrs. Blakeley Hall 
was not in court, nor were her attorneys 
there to represent her. 

Lawyer Judson made an address opening 
the proceedings by urging that the Win- 
throp Gilman daughters were disqualified 
from administering the estate by reason 
of their being women. He urged that Nor- 
ton and Percival be appointed, because 
they were capable and because their ap- 
ointment was asked for by a majority in- 
erest of the heirs. 


OBJECT TO NORTON AND PERCIVAL. 


John J. Carr, representing the ‘interests 
of the Winthrop Gilman daughters, opposed 
the appointment of Norton and: Percival. 
He said that Percival was not a competent 
man, according to his information, and that 


Norton had shown a too great eagerness by 
his hasty action in getting appointed an 
administrator in New York. 

“ All we want,” said Mr. Carr, “is some 
one to administer this estate who will do it 
for the benefit of all the heirs at law. The 
course pursued by Norton and by others 
here makes us afraid that by him the es- 
tate would not be so administered.”’ 

James C. Cropsey was the next lawyer to 
object. He represented Mrs. Caroline Mc- 
Clellan, a sister of the deceased. He asked 
that some Connecticut individual be ap- 

ninted. He argued that some of the heirs 
fn this case were still in litigation among 
themselves, and that it would not be right 
to have some relatives appointed who might 
-work against the interests of others. 

Charles P. Haviland, as attorney for 
George James Percival, nephew of one of 
the nominees for administrator, objected 
alsc to the appointment of Norton and 
Percival. He wanted a resident of Connec- 
ticut who was not connected with any of 
the relatives. 

Sanford S. Gowdey of New York, a law- 
yer representing Alfred Gilman of Mil- 
waukee, a son of Winthrop, said he didn’t

GOV. ODELL’S STATEMENT.

ALBANY, March 18.—Gov. Odell returned 
to Albany to-night. When asked if his con- 
ference with Senator Platt indicated any 
change in the police situation, he said it 
did not. The situation, he said, was the 
same now as it had been since the passage 
of the Single Commissioner bill. 

The fact that the Governor had conferred 
with Senator Platt started a number of 
new police bill rumors here to-night. One 
of the reports was that a Metropolitan Po- 
lice bill would be introduced, which would 
embrace within the jurisdiction of the met- 
ropolitan force the Croton watershed, which 
includes the Counties of Westchester, Put- 
nam, and Dutchess. There is said to be 


need of policing this district for the pro- 
tection of New York's water supply. 

The Superintendent of the police force of 
a district embracing contiguous territory 
to New York, as well as the city proper, 
would not be a local official within the 
meaning of the Constitution, and could be 
appointed by the Governor. No one was 
found who had definite knowledge that such 
a bill had been framed, but there was con- 
siderable talk about it, and it may be con- 
sidered as one of the possibilities. 

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff, Senators Ells- 
worth and Raines, and other leaders denied 
to-night any knowledge of contemplated 
police legislation. “This is interpreted as 
meaning that no orders have been received 
here from Senator Platt. The leaders also 
disclaim having had any knowledge that 
there was to be a conference between Sena- 
tor Platt and Gov. Odell to-day. 

An attempt was made to-day by the at- 
tachés_in the Governor's office to prevent 
information of his visit to New York to 
meet Senator Platt from getting out.

$100,000 FIRE IN ST. LOUIS, 

ST. LOUIS, March 18.—A fire this after- 
noon destroyed the ice storage plant of the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association, the 
repair shop of the American Car and Foun- 
dry Company, together with a number of 
box cars, the factory of Stule & Co., pickle 
manufacturers; five rooming houses, and a 
number of small sheds. The total damage 
is estimated at $100,000, the greater part of 
which is covered by insurance. The burned 
district embraced two square blocks bound- 
ed by Zepp, Utah, First, and Kosciusko 
Streets. ae 

The fire broke out at 12:25 o'clock in one 
of the Anheuser-Busch ice houses, all of 
which are connected. A spark from a pass- 
ing switch engine is credited with having 
ignited straw in the loft. While the fire 
was in progress a stiff southwest wind 
blew across the river from the Illinois side, 
fanning the flames and making the work 
of the firemen exceedingly difficult. Piles 
of lumber adjacent to the_ storehouses 
quickly ignited, causing an intense heat. 
Several valuable buildings which escaped 
damage were seriously threatened. 

Following is 2 list of the losses: An- 
heuser-Busch ice storage plant, $37,000; 
American Car and Foundry Company's 
ear shed, $10,000; fifty box cars belonging 
to the Anheuser-Busch and William J.

Mr. Williams said the At- 
torney General had evidently made no mis- 
take in wanting to be represented there 
because of the palpable alarm his being 
there had created. 

Judge Nobbs began to make his decision 
by affirming the right of the State to ap- 
pear. He said this was an unusual case;

ointment of administrators recommended 
y the other half. He said he was forced 
to take notice of the contention that the 
interests of the nominees were antagonistic 
to the interests of the State of Connecti- 
cut, He therefore felt it necessary to ex- 
clude Norton and Percival from considera- 
tion. It was at this juncture that the law- 
yers asked for time to confer, with the re- 
sult mentioned, 


NO BASIS FOR MRS. HALL’S CLAIM. 


The failure of Mrs. Blakeley Hall to enter 
to-day some claim for an interest in the 
adrrinistration-is regarded by the lawyers 
as a certain indication that she has no 
basis for ary sweeping claims, such as 
have been imputed to her. One of the law- 
gers prominent in the case said regarding 


‘Mrs. Hall may now safely be dismissed 
from serious consideration. If she had a 
wiil she wouid have produced it before this. 
The matter of adoption is impossible, too. 
If she had a deed she would have produced 
that when Mr. Percival went to demand the 
custody of Black Rock. She has been sim- 
ply putting up a big bluff. When the ad- 
ministrators are appointed she will doubt- 
less make some claim against the estate 
for services rendered, or something of that 
kind, but the idea of any substantial claim 
on her part for a large interest in the es- 
tate is now exploded.” 

Mr. Crawford, discussing the relation 
of Mrs. Hall to the case, said that she need 
no longer be reckoned with. He said 
that as soon as the administrators were 
appointed they would undoubtedly demand 
that she vacate Black Rock, she having no 
apparent right to remain there. 

It was said at the Gilman homestead yes- 
terday morning that Edward S. Percival, 
Frazier Gilman, and Mrs. Hall had had a 
conference Sunday night in New York, and 
that a full agreement with reference to the 
harmonizing of their interests was reached. 
If any such agreement was reached, in the 
opinion of those in close touch with the 
case, it was fractured by the various con- 
tention’ made by the opposing interests in 
court te-day. 


MORE PAPERS REPORTED FOUND. 


It was reported here to-day that Edward 
§. Percival had found some important pa- 
pers at Black Rock tending to establish 
certain mooted facts in this case definitely. 
It was asserted that these papers were re- 
sponsible for the merged interests of Mrs. 


Hall and George W. Smith. No one would 
confirm this report authoritatively, how- 
ever. 

The most important find of the day, in 
the opinion of the interested parties, was 
made by Raphael J. Moses, the attorney 
for Mrs. Garczynski, one of the heirs. Mr. 
Moses found in the County Court House 
the record of a suit, adjudicated in 1895, en- 
titled Gilman against Sawtell. It was a 
suit for a plot of land. In the complaint 
Gilman had declared that he had moved to 
Black Rock in 1870 with the intention of 
acquiring a residence there. The complaint 
was not sworn’to, however, and it was 
pointed out by Mr. Moses that it conflicted 
with the affidavit of Mr. Gilman made in 
New York in 1885, when it was sought to 
require a heavy bond for him as his father’s 
* executor, in which the tea merchant de- 
clared that New York was his home. 

Mrs. Potts, the mother of Mrs. Blakeley 
Hall, was seen at Black Rock to-night 
after the hearing in the Probate Court. 
Mrs. Hall herself was not there. Mrs. Potts 
said: - 

‘““No matter what administrators are ap- 
pointed. my daughter has a claim which 
she will assert at the proper time. She is 
not interested in the fight .among the 
heirs.”’ 

Asked if Mrs. Hall would vacate Black 
Rock Mrs. Potts said: 

‘“‘My daughter is making. preparations to 
do no such thing. The administrator will 
not seék to have her leave."’

LINER’S INJURED PASSENGERS. 


Some Hurt in the Explosion on the New 
York Sent to Hospital—Steerage 


Passenger’s Orphans. 

Victor Safford of the United 
States Naval Hospital Service yesterday 
examined on Ellis Island twenty immi- 
grants who were injured by the explosion 
of ammonia aboard the American Line 
steamship New York, which arrived here 
on Sunday night and reported, besides the 
explosion, a broken port shaft. Some of 
the injured were found in a condition that 
necessitated their removal to the Long 
Island College Hospital. 

Rosa Boch, a Russian baby of nine 
months, had bronchitis, thought to have 


been tmmade serious by the ammonia vapors. 
Anna Boch, two and a half years old, was 
found suffering with inflammation of the 
eyclids. Bertha Boch, the mother.of the 
two, had bronchitis. Josefa Benth, a 

Oung Austrian, was afflicted with both 

ronchitis and laryngitis. Three others 
with the former disease were Anna Kot, 
Debora Herschkenitz, and Sofia Kot. Fan- 
nie Herschkenitz, Debora’s mother, had 
laryngitis. 

Esther Engkiest, the thirteen-year-old 
daughter of the passenger who died after 
inhaling the ammonia fumes, is at the 
Lutheran Home, 5 Water Street, with her 
small brother and sister, Walter and Elsa. 
Walter is ten years old, Elsa eight. When 
the cabin passengers heard about Eng- 
kiest’s death, they subscribed $450, to be 
used for the three children. James A. 
Wright, Vice President or the International 
Navigation Company, said this money 
would probably be handled by the line. In 
answer to a question as to whether the 
linc would do anything for the children, 
Mr. Wright said that his company was 
‘inclined to be liberal in suth cases.”’ 

Both he and Manager Clement A. Gris- 
com, Jr., said that the damaged steamship 
would be sent to Newport News for re- 
pairs. They did not know exactly how long 
she would be inactive, but.she will certain- 
ly lose the trip for which she was sched- 
uled to sail at 10 o’clock to-morrow morn- 


ing.

ANGLO-RUSSIAN WAR 
DECLARED IMPOSSIBLE 


British Authorities Realize It Is 
Out of the Question. 


But It Is Thought that the Relations Be- 
tween the Two Countries May Be- 
come Very Greatly Strained. 


LONDON, March 19.—The officials of the 
Foreign Office have not yet received of- 
ficial confirmation of Russia's alleged back- 
down in regard to Manchuria, Turkestan, 
and Mongolia, as intimated in the dis- 
patch to The Times, and inquiries on the 
subject are being made at St. Petersburg 
and Peking. The Foreign Office is not re- 
laxing its efforts to secure a more satis- 
factory statement of the intentions of 
Russia, but the officials deprecate the Brit- 
ish press agitation on the subject. 

A semi-official statement was issued last 
evening to the effect that the much-talked- 
of assurances of the Russian Foreign Min- 
ister, Count Lamsdorf, to Sir Charles Stew- 
art Scott, British Ambassador at St. Pe- 
tersburg, were made on Feb. 6, and evi- 
dently referred to the Russo-Chinese agree- 


ment concluded at Port Arthur last Novem- 
ber and not to the Manchurian Convention. 

On all sides it is officially and otherwise 
said that Great Britain has not the slight- 
est contemplation of resorting to hostilities 
against Russia, whatever may be the out- 
come of the present negotiations. 

However, while hostilities are out of the 
question, it is not unlikely that diplomatic 
relations between Great Britain and Russia 
will become strained almost to the breaking 
point. Possibly British warships may be 
dispatched to bring presure to bear upon 
Russia; but war will not result unless some 
fracas, quite unauthorized by London and 
St. Petersburg, occurs between the oppos- 
ing forces at Tien-Tsin. 

This assertion is based upon exhaustive 
inquiries made in London. A prominent 
British official, often the mouthpiece of the 
Government, whose position makes it unde- 
sirable that he should be named in this con- 
nection, said last evening: . 

“It is useless for our newspapers to use 
provocative language. They forget that we 
have a greAt army in South Africa, and 
that we have no other army, nor the mak- 
ings of one, elsewhere. It is impossible to 
go to war with Russia.” 

Inquiries at the Chinese Legation yester- 
day afternoon were rewarded by the reply, 
‘*His Excellency has gone to bed,’’ which 
was presumably the Celestial equivalent of 
an assurance that the Chinese Minister pre- 
ferred to say nothing in regard to the re- 
cent developments. The Japanese Lega- 
tion was equally non-committal. 

It is understood that one official view is 
that the dispute may eventually be re- 
ferred to arbitration. 


BERLIN, March 18.—Regardifig the Man- 
churian controversy, an official pointed out 
to-day that the papers had neglected to 
emphasize the fact that the matter in- 
volved was not the status which Russia 
had _ estabiished for herself in Manchuria 
by force of arms, but a separate agreement 
outside of this. 

vs If Russia makes such a separate agree- 
ment,” said the official, ‘‘some other 
power can do the same thing, which would 
mean ‘ good night’ to the entente cordiale 
of the powers. No power wishes to dis- 
pute Russia’s rights to her conquests in 
Manchuria, and we understand that the 
United States Government makes no ob- 
jection in regard to this point.” 


RUSSIA’S ALLEGED BACKDOWN. 


Her Position in Regard to Manchuria 
Would Be Improved by the Tearing 
Up of the Convention. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—A Peking re- 
port that Russia has consented to modify 
the stringency of her control in Manchuria, 
which seems to give much satisfaction in 
London, is regarded in diplomatic circles 


here as ‘of no great importance, even if 
true. An experienced diplomat said to-day: 

“Russia may actually abandon the ¢con- 
vention and tear it up without in the least 
affecting her position except for the bet- 
ter. If Russia should go so far as to 
abandon the convention she would have 
everything of importance, which she can 
gain by it, and would be in a better posi- 
tion before the world. She is actually in 
Manchuria, and exercising control of it, 


which she can strengthen or relax, as she ! 


sees fit. 

‘““A convention with China does not give 
Russia's position the additional strength 
which seems to be attributed to it. On the 
contrary, Russia can be charged with hav- 
ing forced China to make a convention 
which other powers would not feel bound to 
respect. If she abandons the convention, 
this charge cannot be made against her, 
and she would therefore be in a stronger 
position, morally. At the same time, she 
would not lose a particle of her actual con- 
trol of Manchuria.” 

The United States will not interfere in 
Manchuria, whether Great Britain does or 
not. There is high authority for stating 
that this country considers it has no in- 
terests in the matter except trade interests. 


WALDERSEE INTERVENES ? 
Said to Have Taken Steps, in His Ca- 
pacity of Commander in Chief, to 
End Friction at Tien-Tsin. 
LONDON, March 19.—The Times this 
morning makes the following announce- 

ment: 

‘““We learn that Count von Waldersee 
has interfered as Commander in Chief of 
the allied forces in China to put an end to 
the mutually hostile attitude of the Brit- 
ish and Russian troops at Tien-Tsin.” 

There is no confirmation of this state- 
ment in other quarters, but it has an air 
of extreme probability, and will be received 
by Great Britain with feelings of consid- 
erable relief. It is said on official author- 
ity that the trouble at Tien-Tsin will prob- 
ably be solved by the withdrawal of both 
the British and Russian troops from the 
ground in dispute. 

The Daily Mail, 
frankly faces a 
says: 

‘We must admit that this is no juncture 
to risk fresh quarrels. Our armaments are 
inefficient, and our fleet in the Far East 
is so weak that its position would be 
perilous. It is a painful process for the 
nation to have its face slapped, but until 
the country compels the Government to 
put our house in order, it is a humiliation 
to which we must_accustom ourselves.” 

In the House of Commons yesterday ques- 
tions regarding the dispute at Tien-Tsin 
were parried by the Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, Lord Cranborne, who re- 
fused to answer them without notice.

ANNEXATION NOT RECOGNIZED. 


Boer States Described as Colonies 
One State Department Publication, 
but Not in the Register. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—There is a 
divergence of opinion in two of the official 
publications of the State Department which 
has led some zealous pro-Boers to declare 
that the United States has officially recog- 
nized the annexation of the Transvaal and 
the Orange Free State in advance of any 
other nation. They assert that The Review 
of the World’s Commerce for 1900, issued 
by the State Department, describes the 
Transvaal and the Free State as British 
colonies, and that this is an official declara- 
tion by the United States that the republics 
have been annexed. 

An implication to this effect is conveyed 
in The Review, but it is flatly contradicted 
by The State Department Register for 1901, 
which describes the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State as independent republics. 
The State Department Register conveys the 
official position of the Government on the 
question. It is a publication of the State 
Department, and is prepared under the su- 
pervision of the chiefs of the department, 
The Review of the World's Commerce is 
prepared in one of the bureaus of the de- 
partment. Of course, neither publication 
could officially determine the attitude of 
the Government, but if either has any 


as the balance is in favor of The Reg- 
ster, 

When The State Department Register for 
1901 was being prepared and the compiler 
reached the Transvaal and the Free State 
he was struck by the perplexity of the 
question. He went to Assistant Secretary 
of State Hill and asked whether he should 
describe them as independent republics or 
as British Crown colonies. Dr. Hill direct- 
ed that they be placed in the list of the 
nations. 

Accordingly the following entries appear 
in The Register: 

‘South African Republic, Adelbert 8. 
Hay, Consul; Orange Free State, Albert 
Elliott, Consular Agent.”’ 

This is flatly contradicted by The Review 
of the World’s Commerce. The two repub- 
lics are not enumerated among the nations 
in the index. Under the list of British col- 
onies in South Africa they appear under 
the names of ‘‘ The’ Transvaal’’ and “ The 
Orange River Colony.” There is a footnote 
on the ‘‘ Transvaal ” page announcing that 
this colony was annexed by Great Britain 
on Sept. 1, 1900, and another on the 
“Orange River Colony’’ page saying that 
it was annexed on May 28, 1900. 

This book was not submitted to Dr. Hill 
before it was sent to the printer. The re- 
sult is an apparent conflict of opinion in the 
State Department publications.

British Columns Fail to Corner His 800 
Boers—No News About Preto- 
ria Negotiations. 

LONDON, March 19.—Earl Roberts, in a 
letter to a correspondent, expresses a con- 
fident hope that Lord Kitchener will sdon 
be able to secure peace in South Africa, 
but there is no further sign from Pretoria 
or Cape Town that peace is near. 

The latest news is that Gen. Fourie, with 
800°men, escaped on Sunday from the Brit- 
ish columns that were endeavoring to cor- 


ner the commando east of Bloemfontein. 
Further big. operations will be started in 
Orange River Colony within a few days. 
Gen. Ian Hamilton, addressing the Au- 
thors’ Club in London last evening, made 
the curious suggestion that the Boer pris- 
oners should be sent to Canada to work on 
the railways, where they would learn the 
English language and become imbued with 
English sentiments. 


NO WAR INVESTIGATION. 


Lord Salisbury Denies that the Gov- 
ernment Has Promised One. 
LONDON. March 19.—In the House of 
Lords yesterday the Premier, Lord Salis- 
bury, replying to inquiries on the subject 
of an investigation into the conduct of the 
war in South Africa, said the Government 
had not made any promise to institute an 
investigation. He feared that a full, just, 
and equitable inquiry would lead to a re- 
newal of the same kind of regrettable dis- 
cussion as occurred during the exchange of 
speeches between Lord Wealseley and Lord 


Lansdowne. Still, if the Government were 
urged to make an inquiry, it could not re- 
fuse without casting suspicions upon the 
army. 

Lord Rosebery wished to know; now that 
the Government had washed its hands of 
the inquiry, who had promised it. 

Lord Salisbury. suggested the appointment 
of a preliminary commission to inquire into 
the promise, whereupon the subject was 
dropped. 


Vickers’ Sons & Maxim Report. 
LONDON, March 19.—In the annual re- 
port of Vickers’ Sons & Maxim, the Di- 


rectors announce that they never intended: 


to propose an amalgamation with the 


Cram Shipbuilding Company, but that 
they have been in negotiation with Amer- 
ican firms, with a view to getting their own 
system of ordnance manufactured in the 
United States. The report asserts that thus 
far the terms offered have not been ac- 
ceptable, but that the negotiations are be- 
ing continued. 


To Abandon the Belleville Boiler. 
LONDON, March 18.—A Berlin dispatch 
says that the German Navy Department, 


like the British, has .decided to abandon 
the use of Belleville boilers on warships.

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DISAVOWAL BY M. DE WITTE. 


Not Responsible for Attacks on Buelow 
—German Papers’ Interpretation 
of the Declaration. 

BERLIN, March 18,—A sensation has 
been caused by an article sent to Germany, 
through the Russian semi-official telegraph 
agency, by M. de Witte, Russian Minister 
of Finance. Various interpretations are 
placed upon it. 

“The sensational point for us,” said a 
high official, when discussing the matter 
to-day, ‘‘is that M. de Witte now declares 
that he was not responsible for the per- 


sonal attacks upon Count von Biilow in the 
articles which appeared in the St. Peters- 
burg Trade and Industry Gazette. Those 
attacks had to be disavowed by using a 
diplomatic vehicle, and M. de Witte has 
done this in his declaration that they did 
not emanate from him. 

“The new article is officially understood 
to mean that M. de Witte is anxious to con- 
clude a new commercial treaty with Ger- 
many, which meets our wishes. It may 
now be considered that a new treaty will 
be framed.”’ 

The agrarian papers and a large number 
of the other journals interpret the article 
as Russia's apology for having gone too 
far. The Tages Zeitung says: 

‘Russia fully understands that the com- 
mercial treaty with Germany is far more 
to her advantage than to ours, as statistics 
prove. Since ussia never allows herself 
to be swayed by sentimental 
questions of policy, we may take it that she 
will conclude a new treaty.” 

The Vossische Zeitung, on the other hand, 
points out that certain sentences in the new 
article again flatly assert that Russia will 
retaliate severely if her main exports, cere- 
als, are struck by a heavy increase in the 
German duties. 

The Freissinige Zeitung inclines to the 
same view. 


BRITISH NAVY PROPOSALS. 


Parliamentary Secretary to the Ad- 
miralty Says Thirty-three New 


Vessels Are to be Begun. 
LONDON, March 19.—In the House of 


’ Commons yesterday, Hugh Oakeley Arnold- 


Forster, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Admiralty, explained the naval proposals 
of the Government. Their object, he said, 
was to maintain the navy in a condition 
to carry on a successful war should occa- 
sion arise. It was proposed to have 154,575 
men available to man the fleet, of whom 
118,625 should be on the active list, 28,650 
on the Royal Naval Reserve list, and 7,svu 
on the Royal Fleet Reserve list. 

The Government, Mr. Arnold-Forster 
went on to explain, would ask for £9,000,000 
for construction, the largest sum ever ap- 
propriated, out of which thirty-three new 
vessels were to be started. 

Proceeding to analyze the estimates, Mr. 
Arnold-Forster alluded particularly to the 
condemnation of the Belleville boiler. He 
declared that, even with the delays in the 
pending construction, Great Britain held 
pre-eminence in the rapidity of shipbuild- 
i 


ng. 

‘The Admiralty hold no exaggerated no- 
tions as to the value of submarine boats,” 
the Secretary remarked, ‘‘ but we have col- 
lected a great deal of information, which 
it is proposed to use to the full value.”’ 
Mr. Arnold-Forster announced that the 
new powder under consideration would, it 
was expected, be equal to cordite and be 
less destruetive to the tubes of guns. He 
said that sixteen warships armed with 
muzzle-loaders had been removed from the 
battle line. 


Lord Mayor “ Tim” Harrington Pelted. 


DUBLIN, March 18.—Volleys of oranges 
were thrown by the students of Trinity 
College at Timothy Harrington, Member of 
Parliament, the new Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lin, as the inaugural procession passed the 
college to-day. This was the only hostile 
demonstration on the occasion of Mr. Har- 
rington’s inauguration.

TO ANNOUNCE VICTORIA’S DEATH. 


The Special Ambassador from King Ed- 
ward Arrives in Paris. 

PARIS, March 18.—Earl Carrington, Spe- 
cial Ambassador of King Edward to an- 
nounce officially to the French Government 
and certain other Governments the death of 


Queen Victoria and the accession of Ed- 
ward VII., arrived with the other members 
of the mission this afternoon at the Gare 
du Nord. Lord Carrington was received by 
M. Crozier, Chief of the Protocole, and 
Baron Roujoux on behalf of President Lou- 
bet, in the waiting room of the station, 
which was decorated for the reception of 
the mission. A squad of infantry rendered 
honors. 

After the exchange of greetings the mem- 
bers of the mission drove in closed car- 
riages to the Hotel Ritz, where Lord Car- 
rington will remain until the mission pro- 
ceeds to Madrid on the same errand. The 
carriages were escorted by cuirassiers. A 
few hisses were heard as the mission left 
the station and there were isolated cries 
along the route of ‘* Vive Kriger!” and 
“Vivent les Boers!” 

Lord Carrington will be received at the 
Elysée Palace to-morrow by President Lou- 
bet, who will give a banquet in honor of 
the mission in the evening. 


ROUGH WEATHER FOR THE OPHIR. 


Duke of Cornwall’s Yacht Probably 
Caught in a Severe Gale. 


GIBRALTAR, March 18.—The steamship 
Ophir, which left Portsmouth on Saturday 
afternoon. with the Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York on board, has probably 
been caught in the southeasterly gale that 
has driven several small vessels ashore 
and detained the Peninsular and Oriental 
liners and the Werra at Gibraltar. 

Rain has fallen steadily for five days, 
and the stand on which the Duke of Corn- 
wall will review the garrison troops is 
now the centre of a lake. 


Envoys Present Credentials to King. 


LONDON, March 18.—United States Am- 
bassador Choate and the other Ambassa- 
dors and Ministers to Great Britain pre- 
sented their credentials to King Edward at 
Marlborough House at noon to-day. Each 
member of the Corps Diplomatique arrived 
in a royal carriage drawn by two horses, 
and attended by three royal servants at- 
tired in long scarlet cloaks. All the dip- 
lomats wore levée dress, with orders and 
decorations, with the exception, of course, 
of Ambassador Choate, who wore ordinary 
evening dress. The Foreign Secretary, 
Lord Lansdowne, introduced the envoys to 
the, King, who was attired inea Field Mar- 
shal’s uniform. 


Edward’s Title of “ Fidei Defensor.” 


LONDON, March 19.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday William H. K. Red- 
mond (Irish-Nationalist). gave notice that 
he would take an early opportunity of in- 
forming King Edward that he had no earth- 
ly right to use the title ‘‘ Defender of the 

aith.’’ The matter came up on Mr. Red- 
mond’s question as to whether the title 
would appear on the new coins, and, if so, 
what particular faith was meant, The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, replied that, so long as the 
King’s title remained unaltered, they would 
appear on the coins. Then Mr. Redmond 
protested, and was called to order. 


Bulgarians Sap They Were Tortured. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 18.—At the 
first day of the trial of the nineteen Bul- 
garians accused of belonging to the Revo- 
lutionary Committee at Sofia and of fo- 


menting disorder in Salonica, Monastir, and 
Kossovo, a sensation was occasioned by a 
declaration by two of the accused that 
the confessions previously made by them 
were extorted by. the use of the bastinade 
and by other ill-treatment to which they 
were subjected while in prison. They now 
deny the charges brought against them.

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EX-CHOIR BOY’S THEFT. 


Forced to Confess that He Stole a 
Clergyman’s Watch—Incorrigible 
but Prepossessing. 


The popular conception of the incorrigible 
boy was overturned yesterday in the Har- 
lem Police Court, when Edward Schier, 
fourteen years old, of 500 West One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-ninth Street, was arraigned 
before Magistrate Mayo. The prisoner's 
last escapade was the stealing of a minis- 
ter’s watch, but he didn’t look as if he 
would do such a wicked thing. Instead of 
being red-haired and freckled and wearing 
torn clothing, like the conventional incor- 
rigible, young Schier has fine blonde locks, 
blue eyes, and a fair complexion, while 
his clothing is tidy. 

He sang in the choir of the Church of 
the Intercession, at One Hundred and Fif- 
ty-eighth Street and Broadway, and his 
voice gave much pleasure to the members 
of the congregation on Sundays. . Then 
there were petty thefts discovered in the 
church, and Eddie Schier, although his 
guilt could not be proved positively, was 
dismissed from the choir. e continued to 
come to church ‘regularly, however. 

The pastor, the Rev. Dr. Schwab, invited 
the Rev. Dr. Voorhis of 2,731 Broadway, to 
preach in the church yesterday, and when 
Dr. Voorhis prepared to don the church 
vestments he divested himself of his coat 
and vest, the latter containing a watch 
and chain. Young Schier got into the 
dressing room, stole the watch and chain, 
and hid them under the stairway in the 
rear of the church. 

When the m‘nister discovered his loss he 
reported the matter to the police of the 
West One Hundred and Fifty-second Street 
Station. Detectives went to see youn 
Schier at once and informed him that he 
would be severely punished if he did not 
tell at once what had become of the prop- 
erty. The boy: was so frightened that he 
took the detectives to the church and gave 
them the watch and chain. 

The boy’s father talked with the minister 
on Sunday night, and the latter agreed not 
to prosecute the boy for larceny if his 

arent would agree to send him to some 
nstitution. The father promised, and 
Magistrate Mayo sent him to the Juvenile 
Asylum. 


SUICIDE OF A WIDOW. 


Preferred Death to Returning to a San- 
itarium to Get a Certificate * 
of Mental Cure. 

Preferring to die rather than return to 
the Rivercrest Sanitarium, in Astoria, even 
for a few moments to get a certificate 
stating that she was cured of a mental 
ailment, Mrs. Fannie Carroll, a widow, 
forty-four years old, took carbolic acid yes- 
terday morning at West Thirty-ninth 
Street. She died a short time later at 
Roosevelt Hospital. 

Mrs. Carroll had for some time been an 
inmate of the institution. Her great affec- 
tion for her nineteen-year-old son, Edward, 
it was said, had developed into a mania, 
and after it became known that she had 
plotted to kill him and herself she was 
placed in the institution. She was allowed 
to leave the sanitarium on Saturday on a 
She went 
to the home of her friend, Mrs. Louise 
Elton. She was to have gone back to the 
sanitarium yesterday morning and procure 
a certificate that her reason had been re- 
stored. 

She had a horror of going back, however, 
saying she was afraid she might be kept 
there. She tried to get her son to go and 
get the certificate, but was finally persuad- 
ed that it was best for her to return in 
person. When a daughter of Mrs. Elton 
went to call her she found her suffering 
from the effects of the poison. The woman 
left a letter to her son in which she said 
she could not stand the horror of living at 
the sanitarium again and preferred death. 
The son is a clerk. 


COUNTESS SUED FOR £11,000. 


House Decorator Tells in Court of His 
Difficulty in Collecting Bills from 
Dowager Lady Dudley. 
LONDON, March 18.—The difficulty in 
obtaining the payment of bills from some 
members of the British aristocracy was 
illustrated by a case heard to-day. A dec- 
orator sued Georgina, Countess of Dudley, 
widow of the first Earl of Dudley, for 
£11,000 for work done on the Countess'’s resi- 
dences. Her Ladyship pleaded that the 

charges were unreasonable. 

Counsel for the plaintiff, in presenting the 
case, said that after many efforts the 
plaintiff received a check for £1,500 on ac- 
count. ‘‘ That check,’’ counsel added, *‘ was 
post-dated, and twice dishonored before we 
got the money.” 

The plaintiff, in the course of his evi- 
dence, said it took him six years to collect 
a previous bill for repairs on the Countess’s 
house in Grosvenor Square. He, the pilaint- 
iff, explained that one had to give long, 
very long, credit in the West End. 

The case was adjourned.

In rais- 
ing the party an attempt was made to get 
wikeis families, for the reason that the 
company has had difficulty in keeping 
American negroes without families on the 
plantations. The attempt was partially 
successful.

STEEL TRUST’S CAPITAL. 


May Be Increased $100,000,000 Owing 
to the Acquisition of Rocke- 
feller Properties. 


It was reported in financial circles yester- 
day that the capital stock of the new 
United States Steel corporation will proba- 
bly be increased by $100,000,000, and that 
this increase was made necessary by reason 
of the acquisition of the Rockefeller iron 
mines and properties in the Lake Superior 
district. 

P. Morgan & Co. make no official 
statement regardin the matter, nor do 
they deny the truth of the report. It is 
expected that an official statement setting 
forth the increase and the reasons for the 


same will be made public soon. 
Robert Bacon of J. P. Morgan & Co. said 


that he thought there would be no neces- | 


sity for extending the time for the de- 
posit of the stock of the steel companies, 

‘The great bulk of the stock,’’ he added, 
will be in by to-morrow, and if some of the 
transfers of the stock are delayed, as re- 
ported, by technical irregularities or by 
other unpreventable causes, there will be 
no disposition to reject deposits of that 
kind.” . 


Swedes Making Steel by Electricity. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Consul Nel- 
son, at Bergen, Sweden, in a report to the 
State Department, says that a successful at- 
tempt has been made to produce steel by 
electricity in that country. Experiments are 
being carried on in a factory there, and al- 
ready about 25,000 pounds have been pro- 
duced, in six drafts daily. This steel is of 
an excellent quality, and meets with ready 
sale at high prices. On account of the 
cheap method of production, the profits are 
declared to be large.

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LIBRARY BILL UNDER WAY 


First Steps in the Acceptance of 
Mr. Carnegie’s Offer. 


ALL DELAY TO BE AVOIDED 


New Board May Be Created to Control 


the System Made Possible by 
the Gift of $5,200,000. 


A conference was held in Mayor Van 
Wyck’s office yesterday to discuss the de- 
tails involved in the acceptance of An- 
drew Carnegie's gift of $5,200,000 to the city 
for sixty-five public libraries. There were 
present. Mayor Van Wyck, Controller 


Coler, Corporation Counsel Whalen, Dép- | 


uty Controller Levey, and George L. Rives, 
one of the Trustees of the New York Public 
Library. 

The result of the conference was the 
appointment of a committee, consisting of 
Corporation Counsel Whalen, Deputy Con- 
troller Levey, and Mr. Rives, to draft a 
bin which will enable the city to accept 
Mr. Carnegie’s gift. 

The legal question involved is that, while 
New York couid accept from Mr. Carnegie 
the completed libraries with sites, there 
48 no power under the present law for the 
city to provide the sites, the money for 
the buildings to be provided by Mr. Car- 
megie under an agreement with the city to 
“satisfactorily maintain” the libraries in 
perpetuity. All the papers in the matter 
Were turned over to Corporation Counsel 
Whalen, and he said that in a few days a 
bill would be prepared, to be at once in- 
treduced in the Legislature, enabling the 
city to accept the gift. 

The city offiemls are confident that the 
slight ‘legal obstacles will be swept away 
by the Legislature, as Gov. Odell has al. 


ready pledged nimself to help the people 
or New xork in the matter. 

Controller Goter saia that an act of the 
Legislature was necessary before the first 
steps could be taken to procure sites. The 

roposed act will give tull powers to the 

Zoard of Estimate and Apportionment. 

‘rhe power to approve the bonds ior the 
purchase of sites will be taken away from 
the Municipa! Assembly, as the city offi- 
cmuals assert that the library plan might be 
delay d for a year or more if the Alaermen 
and the Councilmen should dispute over the 
location of the libraries. 

The Controller said that he was not wor- 
ried over the site question and that there 
were many rich men ready to contribute. 
Ex-Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt has offered 
the city two desirable sites, and ex-Mayor 
Charles A. Schieren has offered another in 
Brooklyn. Real estate men have offered 
feverai other sites. Controller Coler ex- 
pects that gifts of at least twenty sites wiil 
be made and that a large fund will be 
&iven by rich men for the purchase of 
many more. The Controller also said: 

“Mr. Rives, Mr. Levey, and Mr. Whalen 
will hold frequent conferences about the 
act which will enable the city to accept the 
magnificent gift of Andrew Carnegie. 
Lelieve that ail arrangements will be com- 
pleted within the year. As I understand, 
the arrangements for the libraries are to 
be left in the hands of Mr. Carnegie, the 
Divectors of the New York Public Library, 
and the Brooklyn Public Library. 1 think 
these gentlemen will be able to handle 
the question in a broad-minded manner.’ 

Secretary Rives of the Trustees of the 
New York Public Library said: 

"Phe city has the power to accept out- 
right a gift of $5,200,0U0, but it cannot 
Without legislative help accept a vondi- 
tional gift, which Mr. Carnegie’s is. There- 
fore, the passage of an act is necessary."’ 

A question has arisen whether Mr. Car- 
negie, when he offered the $5,200,000 to the 
city for the libraries if the city would pro- 
vide the sites, meant that the libraries 
should be stocked with books and with all 
the system perfected for the handling, of 
millions of books annually. Some of the 
officials claim: that Mr. Carnegie’s dona- 
tion is for library buildings alone. 

The New York Public Library Trustees 
are not worried over the question of. books, 
Dr. John 8, Biilings, Director of the .Li- 
brary Association, and John Bigelow, a 
Trustee, said yesterday. that there would 
be no trouble over thjs detail. They be- 
lieve that Mr. Carnegié’ will provide the 
books and that his offer was made with 
that. understanding. 

Corporation Counsel Whalen was very 
reticent yesterday as to the provisions of 
the proposed act. All that Mr. Whalen 
would say was that arrangements would 
be made at once to carry into effect. the 
proposal made by Mr. Carnegie. The ques- 
tion as to whether the administration of 
the large library system will be placed in 
the hands of the city officials, of the Trust- 
ees of the New York Public Library, or. of 
a new board to be created by act of the 
Legislature is being talked over. 

It was reported yesterday that the latter 

lan was the one favored by Mayor Van 

Vyck and Corporation Counsel Whalen. 
This new board, it is said, will be. made to 
include several members of the Board of 
Trustees of the New York Public Library, 
some men representing the Brooklyn Pub- 
lic Library, and the Mayor, Corporation 
Counsel, and Controller of the city. 

Corporation Counsel Whalen said 
yesterday afternoon: 

“The committee having charge of the 
drafting of the bill began work imme- 
diately, and before a week is over perhaps 
something will be done by phich this kind 
offer will be accepted by the city and the 
intention of the donor made effective.”’ 

The Germania Real Estate and Improve- 
ment Company of Brooklyn offers free and 
clear of incumbrance as a site for one of 
the libraries proposed in Mr. Carnegie's 
offer a tract bounded by Bedford, Flat- 
bush, and Newkirk Avenues, Brooklyn.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 


Measure by Assemblyman Price Would 
Authorize New Vork to Receive 
Mr. Carnegie’s Gift. 


ALBANY, March 18.—Andrew Carnegie's 
gift of $5,200,000 to New York City for 
public library use may be lawfully accept- 
ed if a bill Satroduced by Assemblyman 
Price of King: to-night becomes a law. 
The bill amends the Public Library act ap- 
plying to New York, by providing as fol- 
lows: 


The City of New York is hereby authorized to 
receive any moneys, sites, buildings, books, or 
roperty of any description, appropriate’ for 
ibrary purposes, which may be donated, devised, 
or bequeathed by any person. In connection 
therewith the caid city, actings through the Park 
Board, with the consent of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. may enter into any agree- 
ment with such donors or his legal representa- 
tives, affecting such bequests or devises as may 
be proposed or imposed concerning the same, 
and with the said New York Public Library, 
Astor, Lenox, and Tilden foundations, or its suc- 
cessore thereto. Any such agreement shall have 
the full and binding effect of a contract between 
the parties aforesald. 

The said city is further authorized upon resolu- 
tion of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, to acquire the sites to any extension for a 
public library system which may be rendered 
necessary, by reason of the acceptance of such 
donations, bequests, or devises, or which may 
at any time be deemed to be necessary by said 
board. 

For the purpose of meeting the expenses of 
acquiring and paying for such sites, the Con- 
troller of said city, when duly authorized by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, shall 
fsene corporate stock to such amounts as may 
be necessary from time to time, 

Senator Mills introduced a bill to-night 
in the Senate permitting the City of Yonk- 
ers to accept the $50,000 library offer made 
by Mr. Carnegie. 


* MR. CARNEGIE’S ACTION CRIT- 
ICISED. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Is the question of the acceptance of the 
Carnegie five-million-dollar library offer 
one to which there is only one side? New 
Yorkers are not all fools. The undignified 
haste of Mayor Van Wyck and Controller 
Goler in declaring unreservedly for its ac- 
ceptance is condemned by may cool-head- 
ed, earnest, disinterested cizens. THE 
New York Times appears to be the onlhy 
dafly newspaper in this country willing, as 
a rule, to publish letters seriously in con- 
flict with its own editorial, views; and 
therefore approaches more nearly than any 
other daily newspaper to what any truly 
publie-spirited man with the wealth of a 
Carnegie would be anxious to establish, a 
newspaper through which the views of al- 
most any “citizen on almost any subject 
could be got before the public. There are 
other dally newspapers in this city making 
such pretensions, but those pretensions 
seem to be a rere sham. 

Is it clearly in the interest of the city to 
accept the five-million-dollar gift upon the 
eenditions imposed? The annual cost of 
maintenance of the libraries is estimated 
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to be about $1,000,000, so that, with inter- 
est, the city would in five years expend 
more:than $5,000,000. There is also the cost 
of the sixty-five sites, probably about 
$1,000,000 nore. The books would probably 
cost about $1,000,000. The cost of mainten- 
ance would be a regular annual addition to 
the city’s expenses. There is no urgent 
need of incurring such heavy expense. We 
eertainly should not do so in a sudden at- 
tack of hysteria, because Mr. Carnegie of- 
fers $5,000,000, on conditions, however, 
which we, as sensible men, should not ac- 


cept. In ten years, with interest, we 
should probably be out about $15,000,000 to 
gratify the vanity of an elderly millionaire 
with a library hobby, and we should be 
saddled indefinitely with obligations which 
might lead to innumerable others not now 
perceived. . 

The City of New York is not so poor that 
it could not prudently be authorized to bor- 
row $5,000,000 by an isue of bonds for libra- 
ry purposes. If there really is such a sud- 
denly developed popular frenzy for libraries 
that sixty-five new ones are demanded; 
and then there would be no onerous condi- 
tions attached and no feeling among the 
people that the rich men were trying to get 
control of and subsidize the publie libraries 
and public schools, as they are suspected 
of having done with some of the higher ed- 
ucational institutions and with newspapers. 
A conditional gift furnishes the donor with 
a sort of club to compel the adoption of 
his. views through fear of a subsequent 
claim by him of a reversion on the ground 
of a violation of some condition. If the 
City of New York has money which it is 
anxious to spend, it could use it more ad- 
vantageously for the building of more pub- 
lic schools tor the accommodation of chil- 
dren of school age. 

Why is it that our flighty Mayor and our 
ambitious Controller are so ready to in- 
volve the city in these extraordinary library 
expenses so soon after their opposition to 
needed appropriations for schools and other 
educational purposes? They are econom- 
ical where they should be liberal and lib- 
eral where they should be economical. 
There is an urgent demand for new schools, 
practically none for new libraries. ‘There 
are libraries enough. 

If Mr. Carnegie were sincerely desirous of 
spreadin education and bringing books 
within the reach of the masses, he could 
have established a five-miltton-dollar fund, 
the income of which should be at the dis- 
posal of the Board of Education for the 
purchase of such a number of new books 
and such additional copies of old books as 
the board should deem advisable, and for 
such other educational purposes as they 
thought in the interest of education. This 
would place a broad discretion in the board, 
and they could thus through the schools 
place books within the reach of a far larg- 
er number of people than under the plan 
proposed b Mr. Carnegie. A man lI'*e 
Miles M. O’Brien, President of the Board of 
Education, could safely be intrusted with 
the disposition of the income of such a 
fund for the benefit of the masses of the 
people and the real advancement of educa- 
tion by devising ways for the most exten- 
sive circulation of books. 

Abram 8. Hewitt made at least one sen- 
sible remark when he said that the Car- 
negie plan would have been made more 
practicable ‘‘had the donor supplied the 
money for the support of the libraries, as 
well as for their foundations,’ for it does 
seem indefensible for the city to incur such 
heavy’ responsibilities indefinitely because 
of a donation which, however large it may 
new appear to the superficial observer, will 


be seen to be merely a small percentage of 


the aggregate cost during a long period of 
years, say, twenty-five or thirty years. 

There are many purposes to which the 
money could have been more properly de- 
voted. Libraries people will have any- 
way. Rich men will contribute for them, 
although they may not contribute for other 
praiseworthy purposes. The Carnegie do- 
nations for libraries are enabling many rich 
men to retain for their own use money 
which they would otherwise have contrib- 
uted toward library funds, and so he has, 
in many cases, been virtually donating 
money to his rich fellow-citizens. 

There is public need of a newspaper 
through which the people can give expres- 
sion to their views. The denial to them of 
this opnortunity is dangerous to public or- 
der. There should be a safety valve for 
the now suppressed popular indignation and 
sense-of wrong and injustice, in order that 
erroneous views, if any, may be corrected 
by argument rather than that the suppres- 
sien of free presentation of views should 
produce a resort to violence. Carnegie 
would have been putting his $5,000,000 to 
far better use had he established such a 
newspaper or had he donated the money 
for such a purpose to some newspaper like 
THB.NBEwW YoOorkK TIMES, which has, to some 
extent, recognized the advisability of adopt- 
ing such a policy. 

Carnegie is making a grave mistake in 
confining his benefactions to those of the 
preventive kind, because nothing would be 
more praiseworthy than charity of the alle- 
viative kind, whereby the poor are relieved 
in their necessities. This is merely giving 
to them out of the wealth held by the rich 
in trust what their unfortunate condition 
entitles them to by reason of the inequali- 
ties resulting from unjust laws and op- 
pressive and ineauitable social arrange- 
ments. It {s singular but perhaps not unin- 
structive that a man like Carnegie. who 
appears to have hardened his heart to the 
poor and reallv needy, and who would not 
give a few dollars to a clergyman for the 
worthy purpose of canceling a small church 
débt, should find enthusiastic admirers in a 
Mavor who profited bv the needs of the 
peovle through an Ice Trust and in a Con- 
troller who opposed the payment to labor- 
ers of wages required to be paid to them 
under on act of the Legislature. 

The rich man seems to be afflicted with a 
sort of intellectual blindness disabling him 
from seeing the right use to make of his 
money. This may be the explanation of 
that troublesome passage in the Gospel 
which relates concerning the rich man that, 
when he died. he was buried in hell:

The 117th Anniversary Celebrated 
at Delmonico’s. 


Patriotic Toasts Responded to by Nota- 
ble Men—Justice O’Gorman Bit- 
terly Criticises Engjand. 


rhe annuai dinner of the Friendly Sons 
of St. Patrick, which was held at Delmoni- 
co's last evening, brought together a large 
number of men prominent in city, State, 
and Natlonal life. There were nearly 500 
persons present in all. It was the one hun- 
dred and seventeenth annual banquet of 
the society, and was characterized by the 
eloquence and cheerfulness for which these 
affairs have become known. 

The President, Justice James A. O’Gor- 
man, who started the speechmaking, re- 
ferred to the substantial character of the 
diners in his opening address, remarking 
that it had been obserwed during the even- 
ing that a quorum of Senators would be 
found in the banquet hall should it become 
necessary to call them to order. 

Senator Chauncey M. Depew was not 
down on the programme for a toast. Quite 
early in the evening it became known, how- 
ever, that he was in the hall, and when his 
name was mentioned by Mr. O'Gorman 
quite an ovation toliowed. 

There was an abundance of green about 
the banquet hall in the form of Irish na- 
tional embiems and other drapery. There 
was also in the centre of the hall, over the 
guests’ table, a large portrait of St. Pat- 
rick. And there were national airs sung by 
Dave braham, alone at times, and assist- 
— when the diners could not restrain them- 
selves, 

A good orchestra furnished the rest of | 
the musical programme, and entertained | 
the diners with outbursts of Irish or Amer- 
ican national airs at opportune moments, 
it was about 10 o'clock whgpn the ban- 
queters lit their cigars and moved their ! 
cnairs to face the guests’ table. 

Judge O'Gorman presided at the guests’ 
table, with ex-Senator John M. ‘rhurs- 
ton of Nebraska at his mght and 
Bishop John M. Farley at his left. ‘he 
others at the guests’ table were Thomas 
Kearns, John A. Irwin, Robert C. Ogden, 
Theodore M. Banta, William Gorman, 
William E. Dodge, Robert H. Turle, Job 
E. Hedges, Rear Admiral Albert 8S. Barker, 
Allan McDermott, John T. McDonough, 
Frederic J. de Peyster, James J. Walsh, 
John Daly, Mayor of Limerick; Samuel 
Sloan, W. Butler Duncan, Julien T. Davies, 
Senator Chauncey M. Depew, Waiter 5B.

William N. Penpey_presided over 
a table made up largely of Supreme Court 
Justices. Judges James Fitzgerald, Will- 
iam S. Andrews, James A. Blanchard, Ed- 
ward Patterson, and Charles H. Van Brunt 
were among the number. 

The President, Justice O'Gorman, 
in part as follows: 

“This large and inspiring company, the 
presence of the representatives of our sis- 
ter societies, and other distinguished guests, 
all of whom‘ are pghrice welcome to our 
board and hospitality, give us cause for 
much rejoicing. It looks as if our society 
had made a fairly auspicious entrance upon 
its career of the new century. Centuries 
are but as milestones in the march of the 
world’s progress; so, too, with our ancient 
organization, they are but the epochs of 
our rise, growth, and development. 

‘Since our last meeting certain events 
have transpired deeply affecting the Irish 
people, One British sovereign has passed 
away. To the English people she was a 
great Queen, but in the manifestation of 
grief and sorrow following her death the 
Irish people would take no part without the 
grossest betrayal of their own nationality, 
because it could not be forgotten that while 
the reign of the late Queen was a glorious 
epoch in the life of her own people, yet to 
the Irish it was a period of successive fam- 
ines and desolation, unparalleled emigra- 
tion, repeated suspensions of the habeas 
corpus act, and other assaults upon the lib- 
erty of the subject. When she ascended 
the throne the Queen found Ireland with a 
population of nine millions, which was re- 
duced to four millions with the close of her 
reign, and a Government responsible for 
such ruin and devastation cannot be proud 
of its achievements or expect the gratitude 
of the outraged. 

“ \ King has now come to the throne of 
Great Britain, and if he would preserve 
peace and permanence to the empire he 
would see to it that Ireland shall enjoy at 
least the same liberty which has been con- 
ferred upon Australia and Canada. Unfor- 
tunately tre first month of his accession is 
marked by a discouraging circumstance in 
the most violent, unprecedented, and revo- 
lutionary invasion of the rights of members 
of Parliament ever recorded in history. The 
House of Commons, as well as every other 
legislative body, preserves the right to ex- 
pel a member for cause. When this power 
is exercised the constituency affected may 
proceed at once to fill the vacancy and 
elect a new representative, and no offense 
is given to popular government; but where 
instead of expelling a member he is sus- 
pended for the session, his ccenstituency is 
disfranchised, the right of representation 
is destroved, and this 1s revolution 

“In calling in the police to remove duly 
elected members of Parliament the British 
Ministry subjected the House of Commons 
to an odious degradation not paralleled 
since Oliver Cromwell, in 1653, broke up 
the Commons, drove the members into the 
street, usurped the functions of Govern- 
ment, and beheaded Charles I. The whoie 
incident was a stupid and scandalous blun- 
der, reflecting the greatest discredit on 
the Ministry. I]t was wrong to attempt te 
foree through a bill providing for the ex- 
penditure of eighty-five million dollars 
after a debate of five hours, and moving i 
closure before a single Irish member had 
an opportunity to discuss the expenditures, 
a share of which must fall upon the Irish 
peonle

action of the Irish members was a 
just, a proper, and an honorable protest, 
and the subsequent conduct of the Gov- 
ernment was a violation of the British Con- 
stitution itself, and will form one of the 
most disgraceful and infamous pages in 
the annals of Parlimentary bodies.” 

In concluding Mr. O'Gorman proposed a 
toast to the President of the United States. 
He preceded it with words of eulogy for 
the American Nation and people.

ST. PATRICK’S DAY PARADES. 


Many trish Organizations March 
Honor of the Day—Reviewed by 
Archbishop Corrigan. 


The Sons of Erin who turned out yester- 
day in honor of St. Patrick had nothing to 
complain of in the weather. The members 
of the various civic and military organiza- 
tions who were; billed to take part in the 
procession therefore turned out in great 
numbers, and it is estimated that there 
were about 10,000 men in line. 

Orders had been given that the parade 
would start promptly at 2- o'clock from 
Fifth Avenue and Twenty-fourth Street, 
and move northward to One Hundred and 
Twenty-seventh Street, Sulzer's Harlem 
River Park. Long before that hour 
men, women, and children, wearly all

along the curb. The parade was a littie 
late in starting, but the crowd endured the 
delay patiently. Opportunity for diversion 
was found in every earriage or vehicle 


which passed up or down Fifth Avenue. 
and which had any little thing about it 
that was out of the ordinary, for a display 
of mirth and hilarity. 

The line of march was prineiped’y up 
Fifth Avenue. At Fiftieth Street, however, 
the parade turned eastward to Madison 
Avenue, to give Archbishop Corrigan an 
opportunity to review the marching men. 
He did so from the doorstep of his resiy 
dence, surrounded by several priests who 
assist him in the services at the Cathedral. 
Hats were doffed respectfully by the pa- 
raders as they passed the spot where he 
stood. At Fifty-first Street the parade 
turned westward to Fifth Avenue again. 

John Daly, Mayor of Limerick, Ireland, 
who occupied a carriage with County Chap- 
lain Dr. Charles McCready, came in for a 
great deal of attention by the crowds.

DAVID B. HILL’S PLEA 
FOR BOER REPUBLICS 


Tells St. Patrick Society, Brooklyn; 
‘This Country Should Interfere. 


Says the Late ex-President Harrison’s 
Heart Was with the Burghers—Scope 
of the Monroe Doctrine. 


Ex-Senator David B. Hill and Bird S. Co- 
ler were the principal speakers at the an- 
nual dinner of the St. Patrick’s Society of 
Brooklyn at the Pouch Gallery last night. 
Mr. Hill responded to the toast ‘‘ The Unit- 
ed States.’’ His speech was an arraign- 
ment of the English policy in South Africa 
and a criticism of the non-interference of 
the United States. He praised ex-President 


; Cleveland's action in the Venezuelan mat- 


Association, | 


ter, and quoted the late ex-President Har- 
rison as being opposed to England and in 
favor of the Boers. His speech was enthu- 
Siastically received by the large gathering 
of Irishmen. He spoke in part as follows: 

“The distinctions which exist between 
our form of government and that of mon- 
archies, limited or otherwise, are particu- 
larly emphasized in the recent address to 
Parliament of Edward VII., the new King 
of Great Britain and Ireland and Emperor 
of India, 

“He assures Parliament that “my rela- 
tions with other powers continue to be 
friendly. He rejoices that the capitals of 
the two South African republics ‘ are in my 
possession,’ and he trusts that "my troops’ 
will deal effectually with the forces of the 
enemy. Such expressions sound strangely 
upon our ears in free America. Here we 
would tolerate no such assumption of su- 
periority and power as those terms imply. 

The King's address deserves turther 
notice in passing. He characterizes the re- 
sistance of the brave Dutch farmers, hero- 
ically defending their liberties and their

fare maintained by the Boer partisans in 
the former territories of the two republics.’ 
He further asserts that ‘ their easy sub- 
mission is much to be desired—in their own 
interest,’ and then adds, ‘as until it takes 
place, it will be impossible for me to es- 
tablish in those colonies institutions which 
will secure equal rights to all the white in- 


a 


habitants and protection and justice to the 


native population.’ 

“These are most remarkable utterances 
in this progressive and enlightened twen- 
tleth century. We submit that it does not 
render the British cause any more right- 
eous by stigmatizing the Boers as partisans 
instead of patriots, nor does it obscure the 
exact military situation by assuming to re- 
gard their continued stubborn resistance as 
‘fruitless guerrilla warfare.’ 


WHERE IT WAS NOT FRUITLESS. 


“There are times when organized action 
becoming impossible, individual and undis- 
ciplined opposition to oppression is justifi- 
able. The gallant old soldier Gomez. with 
his handful of followers, pursuing an al- 
leged guerrilla warfare that, however, was 
not fruitless, so protracted the Cuban con- 
test that it finally led to American inter- 
vention and ultimately to freedom from 
Spanish rule and to Cuban independenee. 
The Yankee yeomanry, of Revolutionary 
memory, who fired upon the British sol- 
diery in April, 1775, between Concord and 
Lexington from within their houses, behind 
their barns, fences, and haystacks, and 
under cover of the thick forests, may have 
been guilty of guerrilla warfare, but it was 
rendered honorable by the desperation and 
sacredness of the cause for which they 
fought. % 

“The supineness of this great Republic 
in the present emergency while witnessing 
the destruction of two struggling republics 
in South Africa and the substitution of a 
monarchical government in their place 
almost incomprehensible. 

“If it be urged in defense of our Na- 
tional lethargy that the Monroe doctrine 
presents no objection to the destruction of 
republics elsewhere than upon this con- 
tinent. it may well be answered that nei- 
ther did that doctrine contemplate an at- 
tempt upon our part to extend our juris- 
diction into the Pacific seas but, whether 
wisely or unwisely, having departed from 
our traditional policy in that respect and ob- 
tained possessions for ourselves in Eastern 
waters—the Sandwich as well as Philippine 
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New York.” In his speech he called atten- 
tion to the fact that Brooklyn people did 
not realize the financial results of the con- 
solidation of the different boroughs. He

‘“* But whether it can be seriously estab- 
lished that there rested upon this Nation 
the positive duty of active interference in 
the first instance to protect its two sister 
republics from annihilation at the hands 
of a monarchical government, it is -sug- 
gested that at least it was our national 


duty to insist that the alleged grievances | 


of Great Britain. which formed the pre- 
text for its warfare upon two weak re- 
publics, should have been submitted to 
arbitration before hostilities were actually 
opened. 

‘The country cannot have forgotten so 
quickly the attitude which was assumed 
by this Government, only a few years 
since, when serious differences arose be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela over a 
disputed boundary line. We then not only 
reaffirmed the Monroe doctrine in all its 
integrity, but went step further and de- 
clared in substance that we could not per- 
mit a strong nation like Great Britain to 
refuse to submit to international arbitra- 
tion its boundary differences with a weak 
power like Venezuela, and then make such 
differences the excuse for declaring war 
upon that republic. 

THE PRINCIPLE ESTABLISHED. 

“The essential principle established in 
that international controversy was briefly 
this—that a strong and powerful monarchy 
must submit its alleged differences with a 
weak republic to arbitration, or else the 
United States will not permit the mon- 
archy, on the pretense of such differences, 
to crush the republic. 

“It is a singular circumstance that in 
the Boer war, aside from a mere formal 
tender of the friendly offices of this Gov- 
ernment to the respective belligerents, 
(which Great Britain promptly and rather 
tartly declined,) there has been no mani- 
festation of our National interest in the 
outcome of the struggle: there has been 
no protest raised against the cruel consum- 
mation of the wrong; there has been per- 
mitted in Congress not even a mild ex- 
pression of sympathy for the struggling re- 
publics, and they have been 
not only with a cold neutrality, but a 
manifest indifference to their fate; and 
there has been an apparent abandonment 
of the new American doctrine which was 
proclaimed so vigorously and effectively in 
18D5. 

“1 do not violate any confidence when I 
state that an an interview which I had at 
Washington on December last with the re- 
gretted ex-President Harrison, a reference 
having been made to the South African 
struggle, he suddenly turned to me and 
with much feeling and impressiveness said: 
‘Gov. Hill, I am an American, and my sym- 
pathies are with the cause of the Boers. I 
cannot help it.’ It was an impromptu ex- 
pression of patriotic sentiment, creditable 
alike to his head and heart, which I shall 
always remember. 

‘‘Our American people had hoped that 
success might follow the flags of the two 
republics in their desperate struggle to 
maintain their independence, but they are 
probably doomed to disappointment, and 
the two republics are likely to live here- 
after only in history.”

NOT GEN. GREENE’S TOMB. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 18.—The identi- 
fication of the supposed remains of Gen. 
Nathanael Greene of Revolutionary fame 
and those of his son, George Washington 
Greene, which were found in a vault here, 
has not been satisfactory. It is established 
beyond doubt that the coffin plate taken 
North by Col. Asa Bird Gardiner did not 
belong to any member of the Greene fam- 
ily. From a private source it has been 
learned that the coffin plate, after being 
treated with chemicals by an_ expert, 
showed more or less distinctly the name 
of James or Thomas Oliver, and the date 
of death was much later than Gen. 
Greene's. . 

As a result of the expert’s discovery, 
the whereabouts of Gen. Greene's remaing 
is now as much a mystery as ever. Col. 
Gardiner came here as a representative 
of the Society of the Cincinnati of the State 
of Rhode Island, and several prominent 
citizens assisted him in his search. When 
the coffin plate was found in an aban- 
doned vault the committee and Col. Gar- 


diner thought the word ‘‘ Greene” was 
plain enough to be detected by the naked 


eye. 

Whether the search for Gen. Greene's 
body will be abandoned has not been de- 
cided.

MILDNESS OF BRITISH RULE. 


Senator Hoar Says Government of This 


Country Was a Gentle One. 

BOSTON, March 18.—At the Evacuation 
Day banquet here to-day Senator Hoar re- 
ferred to the mildness of the British rule in 
America. 

“The mighty power of England,” he said, 
“had dweit here. more than 150 years, a 
space longer nearly by a generation than 
the duration of our independence. That 
Government was, in the main, a gentle one, 
much as our fathers complained of it. But 
it was an alien Government. Her yoke was 
easy and her burden was light. But it was 
a yoke and a burden still. On the 18th of 
March, 1776, royalty went down the harbor 
and freedom came in for the country.” 

In closing the speaker said: *‘ Our fathers 
were a hundred times better off in 1775 
than were the men of Kent, the vanguard 
of Hberty in England. They. were a thou- 
sand times better off than Ireland was far 
down within living memory.”

SAYS THE SENATE ERRF) 


Senator Stewart on the Nicara- 
guan Canal Treaty. 


Calls the Amendment to the Hay- 


Pauncefote Agreement a Grave 
Political Blunder. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Senator Stew- 
art has never been conspicuous as an ad- 
mirer of Great Britain, and he is not at all 
likely to approve any course of action that 
weuld tend to give Great Britain any ad- 
Vantage over the United States. His talk, 
therefore, about the failure of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty is all the more interest- 


ing. 

“I regard the amendment of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty by the United States 
Senate as the worst political blunder of the 
times,”” he says. “In my opinion, that 
treaty was the greatest diplomatic achieve- 
ment by this country during the present 
generation. With or without the Clayton- 
Buiwer treaty, it was just such a treaty as 
the United States ougkt to have been anx- 
fous to make, not only with England, but 
with all civilized nations. 

“The consent of the whole world that the 
United States might build the canal, to be 
used by the commercial world upon the 
payment of such tolls or charges as would 
pay interest on the’ investment, coupled 
with the pledge of all commercial nations 
to maintain the neutrality of the canal, 
both in peace and war, would have been 
the best and only available guarantee for 
the uninterrupted use of the same by the 


United States in common with all other na- 


tions. 

“The fortifications of the canal by the 
United States would have invoived enor- 
mous expense and invited the f tinty of 
the world. It would be the cent. . pdint of 
any war in which the United States might 
be engaged, and (therefore utterly useless at 
the very time when its use would be most 
important and desirable. 

“It is absurd to assume that the com- 
mercial world would be less scrupulous in 
maintaining the neutrality of the canal in 
which all mankind is interested than in 
maintaining the neutrality of the ports of 
a weak and helpless nation. 

‘““The blunder in amending the treaty has 
involved the Senate, as well as the Admih- 
istration,’ in a diplomatic controversy with 
Great Britain, which has postponed the 
commencement of the canal for two years, 
and may result in the indefinite delay of 
the most important project that has been 
contemplated by our Government since its 
foundation.” 


The Cruiser New York Will Back Con- 
sul General’s Demand for Ad- 
justment of Claims. 
WASHINGTON, March 18—The State 
Department is giving renewed attention to 
the settlement of the claims against the 


Government of Morocco. The claim_of 
Marcus Ezagui, who was murdered at Fez 
in June last, has been adjusted by the pay- 
ment of $5,000. But there are other claims 
equally meritorious which have not been 
satisfactorily adjusted. Recently the State 
epeeeenent gave these consideration, all 
efforts on the part of Mr. Gummere, the 
Consul General at Tangier, to adjust them, 
having proved ineffective. 

Under these circumstances a special mis- 
gion, following in this respect the prac- 
tice of other Governments, seemed neces- 
sary. Instructions to this end to-day were 
sent to Mr. Gummere, as well as a further 
instruction to demand an apology for an 
apparent discourtesy on the part of the 
Grand Vizier and the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs in attempting to defeat the purpose 
of the State Department in dispatching a 
special mission to Morocco City.

Peru Settles the Fowks Claim. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—United States 
Minister Dudley, at Lima, Penh, cabled the 
State Department to-day that the Govern- 
ment of Peru had offered to settle the 
Fowks claim for the sum of 3,000 sols, and 
he was immediately instructed to accept 
the offer. The claim originated in 184. 
William Fowks was an American mer- 
chant living at Tumbez, and the military 
authorities subjected him to a forced loan 
and imprisoned him for twenty-four hours. 
A claim was preferred against Peru for 
$5,000, on his account, but that Govern- 
ment proffered 3,000 sols, a sol being equiv- 
alent to 48 cents, and the claimant ex- 
pressed his willingness to accept that sum. 


Talk About New Canal Negotiations. 
WASHINGTON, March § 18.—Secretary 
Hay had a long conference to-day with 
Senator Morgan respecting isthmian canal 
matters and the advisability of reopening 
negotiations for a treaty with Great Britain 
on the subject. The Secretary is losing noop- 
portunity of acquainting himself with the 
views of Senators on this subject, and the 
conference to-day with Senator Morgan is 
only one of nearly a dozen he has had on 
the same subject with leading Senators 
and Representatives since the’ adjourn- 
ment of the Fifty-sixth Congress. 


Delayed by Scarcity of Mounts. 


OMAHA, Neb., March 18.—On account of 
@ horse famine, the sending of the First 
Battalion of the Fourteenth Cavalry to the 
Philippines may have to be deferred two 
or three months.

Pension Commissioner’s Friends Say 
He Will Get a Better Berth When 


He Leaves the Bureau. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—From an au- 
thoritative source the information is ob- 
tained that the occasion for the various 
reports about Pension Commissioner 
Evans's retirement are based first upon his 
tender of resignation, along with many 
other heads of bureaus, at the time of the 
inauguration. The President did not then 
intend to regard the offer, and has no in- 
tention of accepting it at present. He will 
stand by Mr. Evans, as has been asserted, 
as long as that officer believes that it 
would be unfair to him and impolitic in the 
Administraticn to permit him to withdraw 
at the dictation of the pension claim attor- 
neys. He may remain for a full term 
When a change is made, it will be made in 
a way to show that the President intends 
to reward, not to punish, faithful service. 

For his own personal comfort Mr. Evans 
would at once give up a very onerous task 


and retire to private business, but that its 
not the idea the President has in view. As 
soon as an office is vacant, of equal or 
greater importance than that now occu- 
pied by Mr. Evans, and a safe and con- 
servative man has been found to put in 
the Pension Bureau, Mr. Evans may be 
permitted to change his service. It is not 
true that he desires or expects to go to 
Japan as Minister, but he may be offered 
a foreign mission if one of sufficient im- 
portance shall become vacant and its ac- 
ceptance is agreeable to him.

A PROVINCE OF MARINDUQUE. 


Its People Anxious to Suppress 
Remaining Rebels. 
ROMBLON, Romblon Island, March 17, 
(by mail from Boac, Island of Marinduque, 
March 16.)—The question of attaching the 
Island of Marinduque to the Province of 
Tayabas, discussed by the American Phil- 
ippines Commission since their arrival here, 
has been decided in the negative. The senti- 
ment of the people was wholly in favor of 
forming a separate province. A population 
of 50,000 was represented during the dis- 
cussions, and the commission has met in- 


telligent delegations from all the towns on 
the island. 

There are 300 insurgents still in the 
mountains of Marinduque, but otherwise 
the inhabitants are anxious for the pacifi- 
cation of the island, and to accept Ameri- 
can aa 

Judge Taft has announced Capt. Band- 
holtz to be Chairman of the various com- 
mittees of natives formed to organize mu- 
nicipal law in the towns of Marinduque. 
He has promised that the commission will 
return and organize the Province of Marin- 
duque. 

Major Smith, commanding the American 
garrisons on this island, has issued an or- 
der requiring all natives to live in the five 
principal towns where American troops are 
stetioned. Those natives who continue to 
live in the country will be considered in- 
surgents. A few insurgents have recently 
been killed or wounded near these towns 
and their supplies have been destroyed. 
The inhabitants of this island favor a dras- 
tic policy toward the insurgents. 

This port will be the capital of the newly 
formed province composed of adjacent _isl- 
ands. It is situated at the niouth of a deep 
valiey, and has a splendid harbor. The 
people are thrifty and prosperous, and 
there are no insurgents here. Major Evan 
M. Johnson, Jr., of the Twenty-ninth Vol- 
unteer Infantry, will be Governor, and 
Capt. Albert S. Williams of the same regi- 
ment will be Treasurer of the new province.

THE CASE OF LAWYER BATES. 


Chief Clerk Briscoe of the Municipal 
Civil Service Commission Warns 
the Public Against- Swindlers. 
Lawyer H. W. Bates, charged by numer- 
ous persons with taking money from them 
under pretense of being able to place them 
on the police force and Fire Department, 
obtained an adjournment of his case until 
to-morrow in the Centre Street Court yes- 


terday. 

In THe New York Times of Sunday, in 
the story of the arrest and arraignment of 
Bates, it was made to appear that William 
Briscoe, Chief Clerk of the Municipal Civil 
Service Commission, “was also charged 
with Bates with falsely representing that 
he had influence with the commission.” 
This was an error. The story should have 
read: ‘‘ William Briscoe, Chief Clerk of the 
Civil Service Commission, also charged 
Bates with falsely representing that he had 
influence with the commission.”’ 

The facts in the case are that Mr. Bris- 
coe, in behalf of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, has been preparing a case against 
Bates for some time. He had the evidence 
in his case about completed when he 
learned of Bates’s arrest by the police. He 
thereupon went to court and supplemented 
the evidence of the police with the evidence 
he had secured. Bates was put under an 
additional five-hundred-dollar bond upon 
Mr. Briscoe's charges. Speaking of the 
case yesterday Mr. Briscoe said: 

‘‘There are a number of swindlers ‘in this 
city who have succeeded in creating the 
impression among applicants for a place on 
the police force or Fire Department that it 
is necessary for them to pay $500 to get 
into either service. They pretend to have 
influence with the Civil Service Commis- 
sion which will enable applicants to pass 
examinations, and to have influence with 
the appointing powers as well. 

‘So far as the commission is concerned 
I wish to state in most emphatic terms that 
candidates for positions on either the po- 
lice force or Fire Department or in any 
other branch of the city service can do the 
commission and the public no greater serv- 
ice than by reporting to the former any 
efforts made to extort money from them 
under promises that it will result in their 
appointment. I hope that all candidates 
who are so approached will make 
business to ascertain the names and ad- 
dresses of those who approach them and 
will furnish the Civil Service Commission 
promptly with that information.” 

Mr. Briscoe also stated that any who 
did give such information would be accord- 
ed full protection by the commission. 


LITTLE GIRL KILLED BY A CAR. 


Motorman Rescued from an Angry 
Crowd by a Policeman. 


Six-year-old Martha McCarten was run 
over and killed last evening by a west- 
bound car while playing in front of her 


home, 510 West Twenty-ninth Street, near

The twelve prisoners taken in the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen’s Sunday night raids of 
alleged gambling houses at 132A West 
Seventy-ninth Street, 63 West Thirty-sixth 
Street, and 10 Madison Street, were haled 
before Justice Jerome in his Law Library, 
Magistrate’s Court, yesterday. 

The four men arrested at 10 Madison 
Street were all Greeks, and the queer gam- 
bling apparatus with which they played 
poker and Greek faro excited much com- 
ment among the other gamblers in the 
courtroom. The reputed proprietor of the 
place gave his name as Louis Tombroso. 
The house is just opposite the residence of 
the Tammany leader of the Second Assem- 
bly District. The cases were adjourned un- 
til to-morrow. The prisoners were com- 
mitted to the Tombs. 

Moses Phillips, alleged to be the ring- 
leader of the five players captured at 132A 
West Seventy-ninth Street,-was. also com- 
mitted to the Tombs pending his examina- 
tion. to-morrow. Bail was fixed at $3,000. 
George Hill, William McLain, James Harri- 
son, and ‘‘ Col.’ M. Larkin were the names 
given by the other players. All were well 
along in years and not very well dressed. 
The discharge of the four men was asked 
for by Mr. Friend on the ground that they 
had committed no crime and that it had 
been the custom after other recent raids to 
release the players.

Little Improvement Possible With- 
out Larger Companies. 


Limit on Capital Set by Present Law 
Must Be Raised to Make Gov. 
Odell’s Pian Effective. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, March 18.—The canal legisla- 
tion recommended by Gov. Odell in his 
message to the Legislature last week will 
fail to bring about any great increase of 
traffic on the canals unless it is enforced 
by the passage of the Remsen bill, or some 
similar bill. This is the bill which removes 
the fifty-thousand-dollar capitalization lim- 
it upon corporations formed to do business 
upon the canals. The Buffalo elevator 
combine, which is doing all in its power to 
defeat the enactment of canal legislation 
in general, is especially desirous of killing 
the Remsen bill. 

With the deepening of the Erie Canal to 
a uniform depth of nine feet, as is pro- 
posed, steam power is certain to supersede 
horse power on the canal for economic rea- 
sons. The increased depth would make the 
substitution of steam fer horse power feas- 
ible, and the advantage of the change 
would not be increased speed only, but in- 
creased carrying capacity. The present 
type of canalboat is 96 feet Jong, has a 
draught of 6 feet, and a capacity of from 
240 to 325 tons. The future boat will have 


an eight-foot draught and a correspond- 
ingly increased capacity. 

The canal fleet of the present consists of 
a draught boat and one consort. On one of 
these boats space has to be given up for 
living quarters, and on the other space for 
stable quarters. With the substitution of 
steam for horse power, fleets of five or six 
boats can be formed, and all the space now 
used for stable room can be used for grain 
or merchandise. Moreover, the fleets will | 
be able to reach the Hudson River from 
Buffalo in’ forty-eight hours’ less time 
than it takes the present style boats. This | 
will mean two additional trips a season, | 
and these two additiona] trips, it is esti- 
mated, will yield a return equal to the op- 
erating expenses for the whole season. 
When steam power is used no more men 
will be required for a fleet of four boats 
than are now required for two, for the night 
and day drivers now necessary to each 
boat can be dispensed with. 

The Cleveland Steel Barge Canal Com- 
pany is now the only company doing busi- 
ness upon the canals on a large scale. This 
company has a fleet of six steel boats, five 
of them grain-carrying, the sixth being the 
tye boat. This company is able to load 
ts barges at Duluth and bring them down 
to the Hudson without transferring cargoes 
at Buffalo. With the improvement of the 
Erie Canal this company will certainly de- 
sire to increase its fleet, and it is known 
that there are capitalists ready to form a 
new company The uncertainty as to the 
State's canal policy has undoubtedly ham- 
pered the development of canal transporta- 
tion. But before the Cleveland Steel Barge 
Canal Company can increase its fleet, 
or a new company can be formed to com- 
pete with it on a scale which would make it 
worth while, the fifty-thousand-dollar cap- 
italization limit for canal companies will 
have to be abrogated. 

The elevator combine of Buffalo is mak- 
ing a hard fight against the repeal of the 
capitalization limit law. If this law is re- 
pealed and companies with a large capital 
are formed to engage in canal traffic with 
steam power and fleets of steel barges, the 
combine will be hard hit, and eventually be 
put out of business. As it is now, every 
bushel of grain which comes through the 
canal, except that carried on the Cleveland 
Steel Barge Canal Company's boats, has to 
be transshippved at Buffalo. It is, brought 
from the lake ports to Buffalo in the boats 
of the Lake Erie Iron Steamship Company. 
This is the company of which Senator Mark 
Hanna is the controlling spirit. This com- 
pany’s business {Is also quite likely to be 
seriously affected by the extensive use of 
steel barges for lake and canal commerce. 

The Buffalo elevator pool has been tne 
great stumbling block in the way of canal | 
legislation for years. It is fighting harder 
than ever now. When the canals were de- 
clared free in 1881 the Buffalo elevator 
combine put up the rates to such an extent 
that the combine reaped all the benefit 
which the Legislature had sought to confer 
upon the boat men. The Legislature sub- 
sequently passed a law fixing a maximum 
rate per bushel for the handling of grain by 
the elevators, but the law has been evaded 
by a system of charges for extras, such as 
sealing and the like. 

The.character of the Buffalo elevator 
combine is shown by the charges made in a 
report which Superintendent of Public 
Works Aldridge made to the Legislature. 
In that report, which was submitted in 

“" Mer Aldridge stated that an elevator 
which had been burned in 1894 was sharing 


! in the profits of the pool up to the time of 


his report. 

The pool has large resources. and all the 
influence it can command will be exerted to 
prevent legislation which will provide 
means of transportation from the great 
lakes to New York City without the neces- 
sity of loading and unloading at Buffalo. 


Senate Adopts the Measure by 40 to 1 
—Mr. Malby Says It Will Prove 
Ineffective. 


ALBANY, March 18. — Assemblyman 
Weekes’s anti-policy bill was passed by the 
Senate to-night by a vote of 40 to 1. Sen- 
ator Malby was the only legislator dissent-, 
ing. The bill now goes to the Governor. 

Senator Malby, in explaining his vote, 
stated that the bill was a ridiculous propo- 
sition; that it did not mean anything in its 


present form, and that the reason there 
was no greater opposition to it was because 
the policy people knew it was ineffective. 
The bill adds three new sections to the 
penal code, which provide generally that a 
person using or permitting the use of a 
building, room, or apparatus for the sale 
of lottery policies, or who aids in playing 
the game, or who knowingly has in his 
possession anything representing a record 
of any part of the game, or as an owner 
or caretaker of a place where the game is 
played and permits such playing, is a 
common gambler, punishable with two 
vears’ imprisonment or a _ $1,000 fine or 
both. The possession of policy slips is held 
to be presumptive evidence of guilt. Hav- 
ing information that policy is being played 
and not dispossessing tenants is held to be 
presumptive guilt on the part of landlords. 


CHARTER REVISION MEASURE. 


May Be Introduced This Week—Re- 
ported Plan to Postpone the 
Whole Matter. 


ALBANY, March 18.—Greater New York's 
Charter Revision bill may be introduced 
this week—possibly Thursday. The final 
hearings on the report of the Charter Re- 
vision Commission will be given by the 
Senate and Assembly Cities Committees on 
Wednesday. The committees will prepare 
their bill for introduction at once. Chair- 
man Kelsey of the Assembly. Cities Com- 
mittee made this statement to-night: 

“The hearings on the report of the Char- 
ter Revision Commission will be concluded 
next Wednesday. We desire to introduce 
our bill as soon as possible thereafter. 
The entire report, as it stands, with a 


few changes, will be placed before the 
Assembly as the Charter Revision bill. 
There may be some opposition, but I do 
not think it will amount to much.’”’ 

Despite Chairman Kelsey's. statement 
that a Charter Revision bill might r- 
haps be gotten in shape by ‘Thursday, 
there is a report prevalent that nothing at 
all will be done with Greater New York's 
charter this session. It is said that a joint 
committee will be apprntes to draft the 
most desirable provisions of the Commis- 
sioners’' recommendations and that this 
committee will report to the Legislature of 
1902. It is said that the leaders are detér- 
mined to adjourn early in April and that 
discussion on the revision propositton may 
take up too much of the remaining twenty 
legislative days. 


LYNN LARGE TYPE BILL. 


Introducer Gives His Heasons for Pre- 
senting the Measure.

ALBANY, March 18.—The bill introduced 
by Assemblyman Lynn to amend the pub- 
lic health law in relation to the use of type 
in books, newspapers, or serial literature, 
by giving to the Board of Health the power 
to regulate the size of type used, came up 
in the Assembly to-night on the order of 
second reading. Mr. McKeown moved to 
strike out the enacting clause. Mr. Lynn 
defended his measure. . 

“For thousands of years, down to the 
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eighteenth century,’”’ he said, ‘‘ the people 
in the world were educated through their 
ears. Since the dawn of the nineteenth 
century the people have been educated 
through their eyes. For years the litera- 
ture available to the people for education 
has been of a character of print injurious 
to the eyesight, and this fact has brought 
about a great increase in myopia. he 
scientific world has recognized for some 


time past that, unless something is done, 


to improve the print of the literature given 
to the people, myopia will become a world- 
wide affliction: There have been some ob- 
jections to this bill in its present form, 
and to meet them I offer an amendment.” 

The amendment which he handed up pro- 
vided that the provision of the act should 
not apply to advertisements, quotations, or 
tabulated statements. When the amend- 
ment had been read Mr. McKeown with- 
drew his motion to strike out, and Mr. 
Lynn did not move the bill to a third read- 
ing. , It will be reprinted with the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. McKeown says the bill will never get 
through the Assembly. There is a large 
amount of opposition to it, and very little 
sentiment in its favor. There is a disposi- 
tion, however, largely to let Mr. Lynn make 
whatever showing he is able to make in 
the bill's favor. 


Wants Action on Vestibule Car Bill.

ALBANY, March 18.—Notice was given 
to the Assembly to-night by Assemblyman 
Prince that on Thursday he would move 
to discharge the Committee on Railroads 


from the further consideration of his bill 
compelling the surface roads in Greater 
New York to run vestibule cars during the 
Winter months. Mr. Prince is in receipt 
of a large number of letters from motor- 
men favoring this bill. They assert that 
with vestibule cars there would be less 
danger of accidents than with open fronts, 
because the motorman, when protected 
trom the bitter Winter blasts, would have 
better control of his car. 


No Action Yet on Ramapo Repeal Bill. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 18.—Attorney General 
Davies still has the Ramapo Repeal bill 
under consideration. It is said to be no sure 
thing that the Attorney General will declare 
the bill Constitutional. A leading advocate 


of the bill said to-night that if the bill was 
declared Constitutional, and signed by the 
Governor, he felt sure the Ramapo Com- 
pany would contest it in the courts. He said 
further that he and a number of lawyers 
who voted for the bill believed that if the 
bill's constitutionality were contested in the 
courts, the Court of Appeals would hold 
that the Ramapo Company has the right 
to sell its franchise for the benefit of its 
bondholders and stockholders. 


For Indeterminate Sentences. 

ALBANY, March 18.—The Senate to-night 
passed Senator Wilcox’s bill amending the 
penal code with reference to the sentencing 
of convicts to State prisons. It is provided 
that persons convicted of a crime punish- 
able by a maximum imprisonment of five 
years or less in a State prison, if for a first 
offense, shall be sentenced to not less than 
one year, or if a minimum term is fixed, 
not less than the minimum. The maximum 
sentence is not to be longer than the long- 
est period for which the crime is punish- 
able. The bill prevents the holding of first 
offenders over a maximum term, as is done 
under the present reformatory plan.

Two Tax Bills Become Laws. 

ALBANY, March 18.—Gov. Odell to-day 
signed the bills of Senator Krum placing a 
State tax on savings banks and insurance 
companies. The law relating to savings 
banks places an annual tax of 1 per cent. 
on the par value of their surplus and undi- 
vided earnings. The other measure im- 
poses a tax on insurance companies equal 
to 1 per cent. on the gross amount of pre- 


miums received during the preceding calen- 
dar year for business done in the State. A 
tax of five-tenths of 1 per eent. is imposed 
on foreign fire and marine companies. Fra- 
ternal and co-operative insurance compa- 
nies are exempted from taxation.

ASSEMBLYMAN HATCH’S BILLS. 


One of Them Incorporates a Peculiar 
Trust Company.

ALBANY, ~ March 18. — Assemblyman 
Hyatt C. Hatch of Steuben ‘County, who 
introduced the bill making all the assess- 
ments for Greater New York’ reviewable 
by the Board of Tax Commissioners, has 
introduced some other measures which 
have excited comment. One is a bill pro- 
viding for a State curfew. Another, which 
is being closely watched by the trust com- 
panies, is entitled ‘‘A Bill to Incorporate 
the Organization Aid Company and to De- 
fine Its Rights, Powers, and Privileges.”’ 

The persons named as incorporators in 
the last-mentioned bill are unknown here. 
The measure gives the trust company pow- 
ers without making it subject to the super- 
vision of tho Banking Department, and 
without oe it to deposit any securi- 
ties with the Banking Department. More- 
over, the company is to be allowed to incor- 
porate as a trust company, with a capital 
stock of but $5,000. 

While the incorporators are not known 
here, they are supposed to represent a 
company operating in New Jersey which 
maintains offices for corporations organ- 
ized under the laws of New Jersey, but do- 
ing business in other States. One of the ob- 
jects of the company is to assist corpora- 
tions, foreign and domestic, in re-imcorpor- 
ating under the laws of New York. 


“ PROF.” KING THE FINANCIER. 


Confided to Hoboken Investors that J. 
P. Morgan Was His Bosom Friend 
—They Mourn Loss of Money. 

“ Prof.”’ King, the alleged hypnotist, and 
J. Pierpont Morgan, the banker, entered 


Jmto a partnership agreement last month, 


according to the story alleged to have been 
told to a number of Hoboken men and wo- 
men by ‘‘ Prof.’ King himself, by the terms 
of which the banker pledged himself to let 
the ‘professor’’ “in” on the recently 
formed Steel Trust. 

A half dozen Hoboken residents to whom 
the “professor”? had unburdened himself 


regarding this important financial coalition 
were on hand yesterday in Recorder Stan- 
ton's court in that city to tell about these 
disclosures. King was there also—in charge 
of two policemen. According to the testi- 
mony given, nearly everybody in Hoboken 
to whom the “professor” had confided 
the details concerning the King-Morgan 
syndicate lost money in  consequence,, 
wherefore they had him arrested on a 
charge of swindling. 

Mary Sievers related how King in a burst 
of confidence had told her he was on inti- 
mate terms with Millionaire Morgan. He 
had even gone so far as to show her a huge 
diamond pin which he said Mr. Morgan had 
given him as a slight token of his esteem. 

“Why don’t you read the papers,’ the 
professor had asked her, ‘‘and see how 
easy it is to make money in the Steel 
Trust?”’ 

‘“T read the paper the next day,”’ the wo- 
man testified. ‘‘That was the day Pier- 
pont Morgan made $7,000,000 out of the 
Steel Trust, and that decided me. I at once 
gave * Prof.”’ King the money he wanted. 
{ never got it back.”’ 

David Gross, a wholesale liquor dealer of 
351 First Street, told how the professor had 
taken $50 from him to invest in some of the 
King-Morgan properties. A few days later 
King had sent for him and given him $200 
as a result of the ‘‘investment,’’ Then they 
talked the matter over, and the “ profes- 
sor ’’ induced him to reinvest the $200, plus 
$50. The ‘professor’’ then bought $18 
worth of liquors of him on credit, and that 
was the last he ever saw of him. 

Two or three other Hoboken speculators 
told how they had invested from $18 to $26 
in Steel and never heard more of their 
money. The ‘ professor’’ was remanded. 
Mr. Morgan was not in court. 


CHILD BEGGARS ARRESTED. 


Father of One Earns $4 a Day—Pa- 
rents of Others Not Destitute. 


Numerous complaints have recently been 
made by the managers of hotels and apart- 
ment houses on the upper west side that 
they were being continually annoyed by 
children who infested their places carry- 
ing baskets and soliciting food. The So- 


ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren was notified and last night Agent 
William Fogerty was sent to Columbus 
Avenue to make an investigation. 

At Seventy-fifth Street and Columbus 
Avenue he found four children begging. 
Three of them were standing in front of a 
restaurant holding a large basket between 
them. The remaining child was in front of 
a dry goods store asking aims. She al- 
ready had received 20 cents. 

Agent Fogerty took the children to the 
West Sixty-eighth Street Station, where 
they said they were Mamie McCall, nine 
years old, and Kate McCall, her sister, sev- 
en vears old, of 218 West Sixtieth Street; 
Mamie Malloy, fourteen years old, of 207 
West. Sixty-seventh Street, and Sophia 
Becker, eight years old, of 229 West Sixty- 
sixth Street. The Malloy girl had the 20 
cents. 

Agent Fogerty went to the McCall home 


; and found that the father of the children 


is a groom in a west side riding academy 
and earns $12 per week. The Malloy family 
had recently been dispossessed from 240 
West Sixtieth Street, and had moved into 
207 West Sixty-seventh Street yesterday. 
The child’s father, it was learned, is a 
bricklayer, and is earning $4 per day. He 
denied sending the girl out to beg, but she 
admitted that last Friday she succeeded in 
getting $1.50 from charitable oe 

Both parents of the Becker girl work. The 
four prisoners were sent to the Gerry so- 
ciety rooms and their parents were noti- 
fied to appear in the West Side Court this 
morning. 


VERDICT FOR MOLINEUX EXPERT. 


William E. Hagan of Troy Receives 
$1,377.89 from the City. 

A jury in the Supreme Court yesterday 
gave a verdict for $1,377.89 against the city 
and in favor of William E. Hagan of Troy, 
Pat 

This verdict is for services rendered in 
the Molineux trial. Mr. Hagan is a hand- 
writing expert, and, with a number of oth- 
ers, was employed by the District Attor- 
ney. At the end of the trial he put in a 
bill for $50 a day for services. Controller 
Coler refused to pay any of the bills put 
in at that rate, claiming that $25 a day was 
sufficient compensation for the experts. 
The various experts sued the city, and the 
case of Mr. Hagan is the first to come to 
trial. 

The case was before Justice Blanchard, 
and numerous witnesses were called to 

rove that the services rendered were worth 

50 a day. The jury brought in a verdict 
for the full amount asked for, including ex- 
penses and interest. It is probable that this 
case will be appealed and made a test case, 
and if the city is not. sustained, all the 
handwriting experts will be paid on the 
basis of $00 a day for their services. 


THE JUDGMENT DEBTOR BILL. 


East Side Tradesmen Ask Mayor to 
Veto the Sanders Act. 


There was a public hearing yesterday 
before Mayor Van Wyck on the bill intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Leon Sanders, and 
which has passed both branches of the 


Legislature, to abolish executions against 
the person of a judgment debtor where 
the judgment does not exceed the sum of 
twenty-five dollars. The hearing was at- 
tended by several hundred’ citizens, most 
of them from the east side. 

Counselor Leopold M. Harburger, in ad- 
dressing the Mayor, stated that the bill 
was not constitutional, as it would deprive 
honest tradesmen of their just rights and 
remedies, and that, as it would be in re- 
straint of trade, it should be vetoed.

MR. SULZER’S BODY REMOVED. 


It Now Rests in Scottish Rite Hall— 
Ernest Sulzer Asks for Action 
by the Coroner. 

The arrangements for the removal of the 
body of Councilman Herman Sulzer from 
his apartments in the Harlem River Casino 
were entirely upset for a third time yester- 
day, when Mrs. Ida Weimann, who has been 
holding the body against the wishes of the 
widow. refused to allow it to be taken out 
of her sight. As a consequence, the body 
remained in the Casino until within a few 
minutes of the time when the St. Patrick's 
Day parade of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians arrived at the park and took posses- 
sion of the premises. It was then taken by 
the undertaker, Mr. Zugner, to Scottish 
Rite Hall, Twenty-ninth Street and Madi- 
son Avenue, the members of Imperial Coun- 
cil, Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, taking 
charge of it. 

Outside of the removal of the body, there 


was no change in the situation at the Ca- 
sino. The police guarded the property, and 
Manager Jacob Parby, who had been ap- 
pointed by Mrs. Weimann to look after her 
interests, was not interfered with. During 
the day he opened one of the two safes in 
the office, but it contained nothing more 
than waiters’ checks and cards. - The larger 
safe was not opened, and it contents will 
not be disturbed until after the funeral, 
which is to take place to-day in Scottish 
Rite Hail. 

Several persons called to see Mrs. Wei- 
mann yesterday, but she denied herself to 
all visitors. A servant said that she was 
suffering from nervous prostration. Man- 
ager Parby said that Manager Fromme, 
who was a personal friend of Mr. Sulzer, 
had full charge of the funeral arrange- 
ments. 

All sorts of rumors were afloat during the 
day about the will. One report, which 
seemed to be generally credited among the 
friends of the family, was that the will 
which would be offered for probate by Mrs. 
Weimann makes comfortable provision for 
his daughter Clara and a small bequest to 
the widow. The remainder of the estate, it 
is said, will go to Mrs. Weimann. No pro- 
vision is said to be made for Ernest Sulzer, 
the Councilman’s son. The reason attrib- 
uted for this is that father and son had not 
been on good terms since 1899, when Coun- 
cilman Sulzer paid a large sum for the sa- 
loon at One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street and Lenox Avenue, which was then 
the property of ex-Police Captain Strauss, 
and gave it to his son. Young Sulzer was 
not a good manager, and the entire prop- 
= slipped through his hands in a short 
time. 

The executors of the will are alleged to 
be Sheriff Grell and Mrs. Weimann. Sher- 
iff Grell was at the Casino yesterday after- 
noon, and said that if he had been named 
executor he was not aware of it, and that 
he believed no one knew the contents of the 
will as vet. 

The Coroners’ office was asked last even- 
ing by Ernest Sulzer to make an inv@stiga- 
tion of his father’s death. He believes there 
are suspicious circumstances connected 
with it. Coroner Bausch will make an in- 
vestigation this morning.

THE UNDERGROUND WASTE OF 
WATER. 

Encouraged by the Ramapo repeal leg- 
islation, which it was largely instrumen- 
tal in securing, the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion will to-day begin an agitation in fa- 
vor of immediate measures for securing 
for New York additional supplies of 
water in anticipation of future needs. 
With this movement we are entirely in 
sympathy, provided it is not permitted 
to obscure the more pressing issue of 
minimizing the existing waste. For a 
good many years New York has been 
trying to imitate the feat of the inge- 
nious Tutia, who is said to have car- 
ried water from the Tiber to the Temple 
of Vesta in a sieve. If less successful 
than that clever virgin in accomplish- 
ng the impossible, it does not prove 
that we need an additional Tiber, but 
rather that our sieve is not well adapted 
for the conveyance and distribution of 
water. The ambition for leadership in 
the movement for a great extension of 
our water ~system, while natural and 
proper, might easily ignore the prosaic 
but very necessary business of saving 
the 160,000,000 gallons, more or less, 
which are daily lost by leakage and pub- 
lic waste. The Merchants’ Association 
may easily place too much faith in the 
assurances of the hydraulic engineers re- 
tained as its technical advisers, that we 
need more water first and économy aft- 
erward. A premature insistence upon 
provisiea for the more or less remote 
future would conceal, and to some ex- 
tent excuse, official negligence in failing 
to conserve a supply certainly twice, and 
probably three times, as great as our 
maximum present requirement. 

This subject is a large one; its litera- 
ture is voluminous, and, we regret to 
say, not at all popular with the water 
works engineers, who see neither reputa- 
tion nor profit in any other solution of 
the water problem of New York than the 
expenditure of millions in the construc- 
tion of monumental systems of reservoirs 
and conduits. But the average citizen 
who pays taxes may be interested in a 
brief summary of what has been accom- 
plished in a number of British cities as 
showing “what could be accomplished 
here. For example, Liverpool was a few 
years ago confronted with the necessity 
of increasing her water supply. A very 
practical engineer took the matter in 
hand, and by simply locating and stop- 
ping the underground leaks established 
the fact that 12 per cent. less water 
than had been deemed insufficient for 
the city’s needs was ample for all the 
requirements of a population increased 
by 30,000; also, that with no restraint 
upon domestic consumption and no in- 
crease in the water rates, the savings of 
eight years were sufficient to pay in- 
terest on, and provide a sinking fund ul- 
timately to liquidate, an indebtedness of 
nearly twenty millions of dollars incurred 
on additional sources of supply and new 
aqueducts. Liverpool is a city in which 
water is consumed liberally. Not only is 
the house consumption plentiful, but it 
has public laundries and baths, sprinkles 
its streets, flushes its sewers systemati- 
cally, and maintains many ornamental 
and drinking fountains. All this it found 
itself able to do with a total consump- 
tion of 274% United States gallons per 
head of population per diem, In parts 
of the city the daily consumption is only 
8 gallons per head; in others it is only a 
little more than 6 gallons. The total 
consumption of the city is divided as 
follows: For trade purposes, 5 gallons; 
for public and sanitary purposes, 3 gal- 
lons; for domestic use, shops, saloons, 
hotels, offices, warehouses, and all waste, 
15 gallons; total, 23 imperial gallons. 
With such facts as these of record, the 
engineer who ventures the opinion that 
because it would take a long time and 
cost a great deal of money the saving of 
the underground waste of New York 
would not pay and should not be made 
a first consideration, shows astonishing 
professional temerity. 

What amount of water per head of 
population per day does a city need to 
meet all the requirements of use and 
waste? Among American cities Woon- 
socket uses and wastes 23 gallons, Fall 

River 32 gallons, New Orleans: 42 gal- 
lons, Kansas City 52 gallons, Providence 
and Indianapolis 54 gallons each, Law- 
rence 60 gallons, Toledo 64 gallons, Low- 
ell 77 gallons. Jumping to the other ex- 
treme, we find there is in some way dis- 
posed of in Allegheny 239 gallons, in 
Buffalo 233 gallons, in Pittsburg 233 gal- 
lons, in Philadelphia 222 gallons, in Den- 
ver 174 gallons, in Albany 151 gallons, 
in Chicago 148 gallons, in Cleveland 138 
gallons, in Detroit 135 gallons, and so on, 
down to New York, where it is 116 gal- 
Jons. But London manages to get along 
very well with 42 gallons, and some of 
the other British cities do still better, as 
far as the public convenience is con- 
cerned, with much less, viz., Bath, 21; 
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Gloucester, 15; Lambeth, 18.3; Carlisle, 
18; Leamington, 16; Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, 18. The average for the British 
cities named is 17.73 gallons per head per 
day, and has been cut down from nearly 
three times that figure in every instance 
cited, except in London, 
main leakage and preventable waste. 
The largest estimate of total accounted 
for use in New York, which has been 
made on good authority, gives the aver- 
age at about 40 galions per head per day. 
This leaves 75 gallons unaccounted for. 
English and trustworthy American expe- 
rience does not seem to warrant the be- 
lief that the consumption is as much as 
40 gallons, but that figure may be ac- 
cepted for purposes of discussion. Of the 
75 gallons unaccoultted for, it is esti- 
mated that “65 represent correctable 
waste and 10 gallons waste which would 
cost more to correct than the saving 
would be worth. It thus appears that the 
correctable waste amounts to a little over 
56 per cent. of the total daily disposition 
of water in New York. Probably 66 2-: 
per cent. would be nearer the truth, but 
a saving of 50 per cent. of the alleged 
consumption would double the present 
available supply. That no systematic 
measures are taken to effect this impor- 
tant economy warrants the charge that 
the management of our Water Depart- 
ment is characterized by a high order of 
official incapacity. No better excuse for 
continued neglect could be desired than 
the Merchants’ Association would fur- 
nish in looking over and beyond it to a 
supply so ample that whether 115 or 350 
gallons are charged to consumption is 
immaterial. Tammany would welcome 
an agitation with this in view. 
——— 


THE ART OF GIVING. 


A good deal of not very intelligent fun 
has been poked at Mr. CARNEGIE for the 
candid manner in which he has dis- 
cussed the difficulties in the way of giv- 
ing large sums of money so as to serve 
the giver’s purpose. The average im- 
pulse—and it is not less in the writers 
of amusing paragraphs for newspapers 
than in other classes—-is to compare the 
difficulty of giving with the difficulty of 
getting, and to find the former ridiculous 
in relation to the latter. But it is not to 
be denied that Mr. CARNEGIE is perfectly 
right in his description of the obstacles 
to successful giving or that he has sur- 
mounted them in a quite remarkable de- 
gree. The chances for accumulating 
fortunes larger than are needed or can 
be used for the gratification of personal 
desires, even the most extravagant, are 
more numerous than formerly, and the 
employment of such fortunes does un- 
questionably present a problem requiring 
unusual sagacity and skill to solve satis- 
factorily. The problem is sometimes more 
puzzling when the fortune comes, as it is 
apt to come, to one born in poverty and 
unaccustomed to the distribution of large 
sums, with no traditions as to wealth, 
and with only his own ideas to consult as 
to what he will do with his money. 

Two traits are to be observed in the 
plan adopted by Mr. CARNEGIE for the 
great body of his benefactions, and es- 
pecially for the libraries to which his 
largest gifts have so far been directed. 
One of the pecullarities of his plan is 
that it has a definite object capable of 
indefinite extension. Bringing books 
within the reach of those to whom they 
were before relatively inaccessible is a 
thing that is good in itself, and can be 
carried on about as lofig as the giver’s 
money or generosity Holds out. The sec- 
ond peculiarity of the plan is that it is 
accompanied in each case by conditions 
that insure some effort on the part of 
the beneficiaries or their representatives. 
Mr. CARNEGIE has hit on the fact that 
unqualified, unconditioned, so to say un- 
mitigated, giving is liable to do as much 
harm as good, that even a benefit that 
costs nothing is rarely worth more than 
it costs. Hence he stipulates that the 
community to which he gives money for 
a library or a library building shall pro- 
vide a site for the building and mainte- 
nance for the library. Thus he not only 
makes sure that his gift shall be last- 
ingly useful, shall not be a mere throw- 
ing away of the sum bestowed, but also 
that the recipients of the gift shall feel 
that the work is their own and value and 
use it accordingly. 

These two features of Mr. CARNEGIN’S 
general scheme of giving certainly go to 
at least one root of the matter. They 
are, moreover, capable of very general 
application, and it is not the least of his 
services that he has pointed a good way 
for others to follow in. 





BRITISH ARMY REFORM. 


Perhaps the very best showing that 
could follow the various demonstrations 
that have been made of the weak points 
of the British Army administration is 
that which has actually been made. That 
is the showing that the British people are 
making of a willingness to learn from 
experience. That is the one possible 
compensation for an experience which 
has been so bitter. 


The detailed explanation of his scheme 
of army reorganization which Mr. Brop- 
RICK made _to the House of Commons 
raises high hopes of the new Secretary 
of War. It was clear and comprehensive. 
It gave due consideration to the various 
interests involved, some of them more 
obstructive to military efficiency in 
Great Britain than in almost any other 
country. But, almost even more, it was 
touched with a manliness and modesty 
which seemed to guarantee the conscien- 
tiousness with which its author had gone 
about his Herculean labor. It quite jus- 
tified the unusual compliment which was 
paid to him, at the conclusion of his ex- 
position, by the leader of the Opposition, 
Sir HENRY CAMPBELL-BANNERMAN: “May 
I say that I should ill express the feeling 
of the House if I did not congratulate 
the right honorable gentleman, not only 
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on the substance, but on the merit, of 
his statement.” 

It is an extension and development of 
the existing organization, and not its 
supersedure, at which the new Secre- 
tary of War aims. The home army is 
henceforth to consist, if this plan is 
adopted, of six complete army corps, 
each, that is to say, a complete army of 
its size, comprising all arms and admin- 
istrative adjuncts of an army. As in 
France and Germany, each of these is 
to have a ‘local habitation,” and pre- 
sumably to be recruited within its own 
district. The district corps headquarters 
are to be divided among Aldershot, Salis- 
bury, Colchester, York, Ireland, and 
Scotland. But they are not to consist 
entirely of regulars. Three of them are, 
and, consequently, to be at all times, im- 
mediately gnobilizable for any service, in 
any part of the world, which they may 
be called upon to perform. The other 
three are to be mixed of regulars, mili- 
tia, and volunteers. The artillery and 
cavalry are to be increased, and the 
“citizen soldiery ’’ to take part in each 
of these arms.

To break the force of that pull is the 
first step to increasing the efficiency of 
the British Army. That a “ Conserva- 
tive’’ Secretary of War should be the 
agent through whom this nationally nec- 
essary reform is to come seems a queer 
proposition. And yet Mr. BRODRICK, un- 
der the pressure, to be sure, of a fright- 
fully evident necessity, has apparently 
come nearer to defying the pull than any 
of his predecessors, of either party. The 
plaim fact is that any profession, so 
called, whereof the professors do not get 
their livings by their profession, is in a 
very unhealthy condition. Its members 
have not the stimulus to professional ef- 
ficiency which is needed to develop that 
efficiency. A British officer who has 
taken up the army as an avocation and 
is not dependent upon his pay has not 
the same inducement to distinguish him- 
‘self by zeal and study as a French or a 
German or an American officer, whose 
profession is his livelihood. His profes- 
sion is to him, when he has “ influence 
to back him,” not an arena for merit and 
demerit, but for the operation of influ- 
ence. It is true that, when war comes, 
he is seldom found deficient in the ability 
to stand up and get himself shot at with 
an engaging cheerfulness. But then, as 
a brutal German officer observed of one 
of the bootless displays of British valor 
in the Transvaal, ‘‘ the first business of 
an officer is not to get killed, but to kill 
somebody.” The fact is that British of- 
ficers, compared with their European 
rivals and possible enemies, 
matched, being amateurs against profes- 
sionals. The causes of this difference 
are obvious enough. They may, in fact, 
be reduced to one cause, the aristocratic 
composition of the British Army, to the 
fact that British officers do not get 
killed “for a living.” But it does not 
follow that because these causes are ob- 
vious therefore they are easily to be erad- 
icated. On the contrary, the task of re- 
forming the British Army is an Augean 
task. Evidently Mr. Broprick is in ear- 
nest about it, and we wish him joy.

HOSE BRIDGES AT FIRES. 


Our recent editorial criticism of the 
needless interruption of travel on im- 
portant north and south lines of surface 
ears during unimportant fires has 
brought from representatives of the Fire 
Department a disclaimer of responsibili- 
ty for such congestions of travel. They 
point to the clause of the city charter 
(Chapter 378, Section 749, Laws of 1897) 
as taking matters out of their hands: 
‘““The Fire Commissioner is empowered 
to provide for laying over the railway 
tracks of the city the hose used by the 
department for the extinguishment of 
fire by such hose bridges as he may 
deem necessary. The various city rail- 
way companies operating cars within 
the City of New York, as constituted by 
this act, shall provide, pay for, and use 
such hose bridges as may be designated 
by the said Commissioner.” 

Our comment on the unnecessary in- 
terruption of surface travel was not 
made in ignorance of the provision of the 
city charter above quoted, which is not 
so clear that the Fire Commissioner can 
plead it as an excuse for disregarding 
the public convenience as absolutely as 
is done in most cases. Hose bridges and 
other appliances needed to clear the 
tracks are sent by the wagons of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company as 
quickly as possible, no doubt, but are 
not put into use promptly, and some-

times not at all. The probabilities are 
that they do not reach the scene of the 
obstruction until the hose lines have been 
run and water laid on. Even with the 
greatest practicable expedition, it is 
scarcely possible for the surface railroad 
companies to respond to an alarm as 
quickly as the Fire Department does. 
It cannot be known at once tHat the cars 
will be blocked, or that the apparatus 
will be needed at all. The company’s 
employés would not be permitted to in- 
terfere with the hose lines in any case; 
and until the firemen get around to a fire 
and are not otherwise occupied the 
bridges remain on the wagons which 
bring them. The time to set them is 
when the hose lines are run across im- 
portant car tracks; the persons to do it 
are the firemen, under the direction of 
their own officers. The bridges should 
be available when the plan for fighting 
the fire is laid out with reference to the 
location of hydrants and other local con- 
ditions. 

This is not a matter of convenience to 
the surface only; it 
touches the public convenience deeply. 
Any other vehicle than a car which must 
follow its own tracks can usually escape 
detention by making a.detour of a block 
or two. Since, however, there are no 
other surface conveyances for

It is more than ever absurd 
that a limit should be enforced in a busi- 
ness that comes into direct competition 
with the enormously capitalized rail- 
roads. It happens also in this case that 
the limit&tion is sustained by the capi- 
talists enjoying a monopoly of the elevat- 
ing business at Buffalo. The motive of 
these gentlemen is perfectly plain. Com- 
panies with adequate capital could run 
boats that would not need to unload at 
Buffalo, but could bring grain through 
the lakes directly to New York. Natur- 
ally, the elevator men do not wish that 
kind of boats on the canal. But the only 
possible justification for the maintenance 
of the canals at public expense, without 
charge for their use, is that the canals 
should be open to any and all persons or 
corporations that wish to use them. Orig- 
inally the limitation of capital was im- 
posed for the benefit of the owners of 
single boats, or of a few boats. It now 
benefits chiefly the elevator owners at 
Buffalo and the railroad companies. It 


should certainly be repealed. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——On the theory of ‘‘ small favors grate- 
fully received,’’ warm thanks must be ex- 
pressed to the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany for the new platform which it has 
built along the eastern side of its station 
at the City Hall terminus of the Third 
Avenue Road. The construction of this 
walk is in accordance with the urgent ad- 
vice and vehement appeals that have been 
made by THE Times for years past, and 
which have been seconded by every mem- 
ber of the traveling public who has given 
the matter any attention—that is, by every- 
body who has ever had occasion to enter 
or quit a train at that station in the hours 
called ‘‘ rush.”’ It will reduce the terrors of 
the central platform by keeping from it 
something like a fourth of the people who 
formerly had to use it, and that ought to 
make an appreciable improvement in the 
situation. Why the new walk was not built 
long ago, when the need for it became very 
much more than obvious, is a question of 
entirely academic interest. It is better 
worth while to ask how soon similar action 
is to be taken on the other, or western, side 
of the station, with the result of making 
possible a complete separation of the ar- 
riving and departing passéngers, from the 
conflicting motions of whom the greater 
part of the trouble and danger that made 
the place notorious has always come. It is to 
be regretted that the narrowness of the 
new walk is emphasized, and its utility in 
some slight degree decreased, by the fact 
that the passengers traversing it have to 
make a turn before reaching the stairway 
leading to the bridge entrance. Changes of 
direction in the motion of moving lines of 
people invariably lessen speed, and there 
seems to be no reason why this particular 
turn could not be immediately abolished 
at the expense of only a few dollars for 
earperter’s work. But, there, one must not 
be too critical. The walk as it is will be a 
public blessing, and for a while at least 
the patrons of the road will not complain 
because it is not quite as much of a bless- 
ing as ingenuity and generosity could make 
it. And, of course, the walk on the other 
side will be constructed as soon as pos- 
sible. It is the natural and inevitable com- 
plement of that already in position, and 
against the natural and inevitable who can 
contend? 


-—English opponents of the Boer war re- 
ject on general principles the current sto- 
ries about the insane brutality of Gen. Dr 
Wet, and their disbelief counts for next to 
nothing, but others than the “ Little Eng- 
landers’ are strongly doubtful in regard 
to the truth of these rumors and protest 
that they imply a change in the General's 
character altogether too great to be ex- 
plained even by toils and anxieties as try- 
ing as those to which he has been subject- 
ed in the last few months. A correspond- 
ent of The London Times, a paper which 
does not attract the letters of anti-impe- 
rialists, asserts that, having himself served 
in South Africa, and having conversed with 
maany men who had passed through the ex- 
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perience of being the prisoner of Gen. DE 
WET, he is sure the tales are at least high- 
ly exaggerated. ‘ The character won by 
the General,”’ he says, ‘‘is such that noth- 
ing but the clearest proof, after full in- 
quiry, of his complicity in ‘or responsl- 
bility for barbarous and dishonorable acts 
should be for a moment listened to by fair- 
minded persons. His whole career gives 
the lie to such aspersions. It was in May 
of last year, ten months ago, that he first 
gained prominence. Since then he has 
fought scores of engagements with us, 
some successful, some unsuccessful, never 
with a suspicion of dishonorable conduct. 
He has had at one time or another some 
thousands of our men in his hands as pris- 
oners of war. Many of them I have myself 
met. At second or third hand I have heard 
of the experiences of many others. I never 
heard a word against DE Wet. When men 
had suffered hardships they always agreed 
that they could not have been helped. But, 
on the other hand, I have heard many sto- 
ries showing exceptional personal kindness 
in him over and above that reasonable de- 
gree of humanity which is expected in the 
treatment of prisoners of war.’ This view 
of the Boer leader, the writer of the let- 
ter declares, is universal among the Brit- 
ish troops in South Africa, irritated and 
wearied as they are by his prolonged but 
hopeless resistance. ‘ It makes one’s blood 
boil,”’ the correspondent adds, ‘to hear 
such a man called a brigand and a brute 
by civilian writers at home, who take as a 
text the reports of these solitary incidents, 
incomplete and one-sided as they are, and 
ignore, if, indeed, they know of it, the 
mass of testimony in his favor, In the 
case of CHRISTIAN DE WET, of all Boers, 
we should suspend our judgment till the 
last moment, and in any case give’ him 
credit for a long and honorable record 
which it would take much to stain.” 





——A decidedly uncommon phase of the 
lynching habit is reported from Lake Coun- 
ty, Tennessee. There a negro, charged 
with what has come. to be called ‘“ the 
usual crime,” was captured in the usual 
way, but his captors, tnstead of hanging 
or burning him on their own authority, put 


him in jail and waited to see what the 
law would do with him. The law acted 
with promptness, but the jurors before 


whom the negro was arraigned were un- 


able, after hearing the evidence for and 
against the prisoner, to reach a verdict. 
The moment the disagreement was an- 


nounced, the Lake County mob, the mem- 
bers of which felt none of the doubts or 
hesitations entertained by the jurors, seized 
the negro, hurried him out into the Court 
House yard, and suspended him from a 
convenient tree. Why they didn't go ahead 
and hang the Judge and jurors beside 
him is not explained. To have done so 
would have been entirely consistent with 
the other proceedings, for if the criminal's 
guilt was so clear as to make his execu- 
tion necessary, then those who refused to 
convict him bore to his crime the relation 
of accessories after the fact. But, of 
course, the mob was not consistent; it did 
not even note the circumstance that by 
allowing the man to be put on trial it 
lost the one poor excuse of acting while 
in a state of ungovernable rage created 
by the atrocity of his conduct. In reality, 
this Tennessee mob treated the law with a 
deeper corftempt, and outraged its dignity 
more deeply, than did the more simply 
barbarous one in Texas that went straight 
at the gratification of its thirst for slaugh- 
ter and burned its victim alive after only 
a few brief formalities conducted without 
a pretense of regard for legal methods, 


-——By declaring that “the natural im- 
pulse of the healthy, vigorous man is to 
gamble,”” Justice JEROME has raised sey- 
eral questions the discussion of which is 
not likely to lack vivacity. There is no 
doubt that a considerable portion of man- 
kind has always shown, and continues to 
show, by one manifestation or another, the 
impulse mentioned by the most eminent of 
our local raiders, and if this desire is in- 
deed natural, its extinguishment will be a 
hopeless task. Perhaps that fact accounts 
for the frequency with which the leaders 
of the reform movement announce that 
their object is not to stop gambling, but 
to put an end to the derivation of profit 
from it by those whose sworn duty it is 
to enforce the laws. What, however, has 
the health and vigor of men to do with 
their yearning for aleatory excitements? 
The professional gamblers do have rather 
frequent use for displays of physical 
strength, and to its possession they often 
owe both success and safety, but in reality 
professional gamblers trust so little to 
chance that they cannot properly be called 
gamblers at all. Uncertainties have no at- 
traction for them, and they invariably 
place their confidence either in real or 
imagined superiority of skill at the chosen 
game, or they rest secure on the advan- 
tages of calculated probabilities or sophisti- 
cated implements. It is the unprofessional 
or real gambler who has a childlike faith 
in luck and who craves the emotions that 
accompany the alternation of winning and 
losing. And this innumerable company is 
not recruited from the healthy and vigorous 
alone. There are athletes among them, no 
doubt, but the weaklings of mind and body 
are well represented in the ranks, and they 
are not the least zealous or most unsuc- 
cessful votaries of the goddess who pre- 
tends to be blind, but generally isn’t any 
such thing. The impulse Justice Jerome 
described as natural is hardly that. Men 
have no natural impulses that are not 
shared in some degree by less intelligent 
animals, and, so far aS we are aware, ani- 
mals do not gamble.

Chauncey Olcott at the Fourteenth 
Street Theatre—The Change at the 
Victoria—Stage Gossip. 





Capt. Marshall's clever little fantasy, 
“The Shades of Night,” first seen at the 
recent Actors’ Fund benefit, fits well in 
the current bill at the Lyceum Theatre. It 
was acted after ‘“‘The Lash of a Whip” 
last night, with Elsie De Wolfe and E. M. 
Holland as the two droll ghosts who haunt 
a gallery of an old English house and are 
enabled to make themselves seen and heard 
once a year on the stroke of midnight, 
when they carefully go through the inci- 
dents immediately preceding their joint de- 
mise, some time in the eighteenth century, 
hoping thereby to correct an erroneous 
impression they know to prevail among 
their successors. For it seems that unre- 
quited love did not really impel Sir Ludo- 
vic to kill Lady Mildred. Her taking off 
was quite accidental. 

On the night in question the two live 
lovers, Winifred Yester and Capt. Trivett, 
are spooning and quarreling in that yery 
gallery. A fancy-dress ball is going on in 
the house, and they have sought the seclu- 
sion of the haunted room. When the clock 
strikes 12 the ghosts, who have been silent 
listeners, are revealed, and the subsequent 
proceedings are novel and entertaining. 

The ghosts are permitted to remain until 
a rooster crows, so that the length of their 
sojourn always depends largely on the 
whim of a barnyard fowl. They dissolve 
and melt into thin air this time, most un- 
happily, just as they are about to drink a 
glass of wine (with very little body) in 
honor of the reconciliation of Capt. Trivett 
and his Winifred, which they have so 
gracefully effected. 

Comicai ghosts are not new to readers of 
Stockton, and W. S. Gilbert introduced a 
whole set of delightfully amusing spectres 
in his ‘‘ Ages Ago.” But these apparitions 
of Capt. Marshall need fear no compari- 
son with any of their predecessors. heir 
humor, their extraordinary dignity, their 
just cause for dissatisfaction, and their 
mundane experiences are ail their own. 

Miss de Wolfe and Mr. Holland were im- 
pressive and even blood-curdling spectres. 
They played their parts so well that one 
could sympathize with the terrified young 
lovers, who were acted reasonably and nat- 
urally by Grace Elliston and Arnold Daly. 
The performance was nearly perfect in 
every dramatic and pictorial detail. 

“The Shades of Night"’ is one 
rarest of theatrical productions, a one-act

HAMMERSTEIN’S VICTORIA. 


A Number of Vaudeville Specialties In- 


troduced in “My Lady.” ° 
A second edition of ‘‘My Lady” was 
produced at Hammerstein's Victoria last 


evening, the new features of which were 
the introduction of a lot of specialities by 
vaudeville performers in the second act. 
They served to relieve some of the deadly 
‘““humor”’ of the burlesque with which 


the players in the cast struggled in ear- 
nest but somewhat futile efforts to raise 
a laugh. 

Oscar Hammerstein, following the ex- 
ample of a rather prominent politician, 
has kept his ear to the ground of late. 
The rumblings he heard convinced him 
that the manager of the immediate future 
who provides 2 passable show at popular 
prices was the one who would get the 
money of that very great number of people 
in this town who go to the theatres for 
fun rather than for an intellectual treat. 
So he has reduced the prices for seats in- 
stalled on the main floor promenade to 50 
cents. Last night they were in such de- 
mand that they could have been filled a 
half dozen times over to see Harrigan, 
the tramp juggler; the Beaumont sisters, 
singers and dancers; Hickey and Nelson, 
who have a rather funny knockabout and 
hat-kicking act; Tom Browne, who whistles 
very cleverly, and Lily Harold, an impor- 
tation from London, who came over here 
to show how a darkey cakewalk should be 
done according to English notions, and a 
half dozen other vaudeville performers. 

AJl these managed to inject rather more 
life into the second act than heretofore. 
The crowd present was apparently not one 
that patronizes the continuous perform- 
ances, for it found much to laugh at and 
applaud in the wholly irrelevant parts of 
the show; that is, such interpolations as 
were even more irrelevant than the or- 
dinary text or libretto, or whatever it may 
be that ‘‘My Lady” has as a reason for 
existence. 

The whole performance was so well re- 
ceived by the audience that crowded the 
house as to indicate a rather greater meas- 
ure of popularity for the future than had 
attended the first production of this me- 
lange of music, comedy, burlesque, and 
singing and dancing of the approved music 
hall sort.

Puccini’s Melodious Opera Heard at the 
Metropolitan. 


At the Metropolitan Opera House last 
night Mme. Melba was exploited in one 
opera and a scene from another. The opera 
was Puccini's ‘‘La Bohéme’”’ and the scene 
was that in which Donizetti's Lucia goes 
mad meHifluously with the aid of a German 
flute. It was a good deal to ask of a lyric 
soprano to die of consumption and come to 
life only to be bereft of her reason all in 
the space of three hours and a half, and it 
is to Mme. Melba’s credit that she accom- 
plished her double duty of death and de- 
mentia to the manifest satisfaction of her 
hearers. It would have added something to 
the lustre of her giory if the audience had 
been larger, but tne associates of the emi- 
nent Australian soprano were not of the 
number of those who excite public curi- 
osity, and consequently the assembly of 
last night was limited in so far as the low- 
ermost part of the house was concerned to 
the regular subscribers. 

It is something of a pity that this was 
the case, for the pretty tunes of Puccini 
improve upon acquaintance—provided one 
insist not too much upon fidelity to text 
and character—and last night’s perform- 
ance was One of great spirit. Ali the sing- 
ers brought their best tones to the theatre 
with them and sang with all their hearts 
and all their voices. Mme. Melba’s Mimi is 
not a moving impersonation, but she sings 
the music very beautifully indeed. Mr. 
Cremonini’s voice and stvle are admirably 
suited to the music of Rodolph, and he sup- 
pcrted Mme. Melba excellently in their 
duets last night. Miss Fritzi Scheff as Mu- 
setta acted with the vivacity and chic of a 
born soubrette and sang her music better 
than usual. Mr. Campanari repeated his 
good impersonation of Marcel. Messrs. Gili- 
bert and Journet were again capital repre- 
sentatives of the other Bohemians, and Mr. 
Dufriche was acceptable as the landlord 
and the aged victim of Musetta’s charms. 
The orchestra played the beautiful instru- 
mentation excellently, and Mr. Mancinelli’s 
conducting was masterly. > 

Mme. Melba’s singing of the melodious 
haliucinations of the unfortunate Lucia is 
so well known and has so often been 
praised here for its perfection that it is 
only necessary now to record that the audi- 
ence applauded it with great fervor. To- 
day at 15 P. Wagner's * Siegfried "” 
will be begun in its regular_place in the 
afternoon presentation of ‘‘ Der Ring des 
Nibelungen.”’ 


Hofmann’s Piano Recital. 
Josef Hefmann gave his third piano ree 
cital at Carnegie Hall yesterday afternoon 
in the presence of a large and demonstra- 


tive audience. His performance consisted 
of Bach's Chromatic Fantasia and Fugue, 


the Weber sonata in A flat, Schumann's 
“In der Nacht,’ ** Fabel,” and ** Traumes- 
wirren,”’ Chopin's F sharp minor polonaise, 
and two Polish songs, an étude by Mosz- 
kowski, an intermezzo, and a mazurka by 
the pianist, Saint-Saéns’s transcription or 


Beethoven's ‘‘ Chants des Dervishes,” one 


of the Rubinstein barcarolles and _Liszt's 
tarantelle entitled ‘* Venezia e Napoli. 
After the ‘“ Traumeswirren” he inserted 


Sehubert's ‘‘ Marche Militaire,”” and on re~- 


eall, after its performance, played the 
Chopin’ D flat valse in thirds. At the 
close of the concert he began the usual 
string of encore numbers with the Liszt 


transcription of Schumann's ‘* Widmung.” 
The programme yesterday had the merit 
of being more suitable than those of his 
previous recitals, It contained no slaugh- 
terings of Wagner music, but confined 
itself to the literature of the piano. As 
to Mr. Hofmann’s playing there is nothing 
to be added to what has already been writ- 
ten about it. It is the playing of a mase 
ter of the keyboard, but not of a tene- 
poet. It will always interest the student 
of the piano, amaze the curious, and fail 
to touch the serious lover of music.

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FRIENDS’ APPEALS FOR 
TUSKEGEE INSTITUTE 


Enthusiastic Meeting at Madison 
Square Garden Concert Hall. 


- 
"Bishop Potter’s Tribute to Booker T, 
Washington— The Addresses of 
Messrs. Baldwin and Jesup. 


One of the largest gatherings that ever 
crowded into the Madison Square Gar- 
den Concert Hall was assembled there last 
night at the meeting of the Armstrong As- 
sociation, held to raise funds for the Tusk- 
egee (Ala.) Normal and Industrial Institute, 
at which Bishop Potter, Morris K. Jesup, 
and William H. Baldwin, Jr., the Chair- 
man of the Committee of Fifteen, made 
speeches and Paul Laurence Dunbar read 
several of his poems, 

The place was filled long before the meet- 
ing opened, and between 1,000 and 2,000 
persons who applied for admission did not 
get inside the building at all, Wvery avail- 
able inch of space was filled, and the peo- 
ple were so jammed together into every 
corner of the building that it would have 
been impossible to get them out quickly in 
case a fire had occurred. The audience 
Was composed, for the most part, of wo- 
men. There was a fair sprinkling of ne- 
groes. 

Mr. Jesup, who presided, opened the 
meeting by a speech in which he said that 


the negro problem was the greatest prob- 
— the Nation had to face at the present 
ime, 

‘* We have before us,”’ he said, “‘ the task 
of fitting for citizenship 10,000,000 black 
citizens. The best minds in the North and 
South have hitherto been divided on the 
plans which should be adopted, but now 
they are practically all of one mind. I be- 
lieve that the Tight plan has been found, 
the a that will lead to the emancipation 
of the negro race, and will result in mak- 
ing the negroes fit for the duties of citizen- 
ship, if not in making them our equals. 
This duty is absolutely incumbent on us. 
Those 10,000,000 negroes are her to stay. 
They are absolutely necessary for the de- 
velopment of the South and the comfort of 
the people of the South.” 

After Mr. Jesup had concluded he intro- 
duced Paul Laurence Dunbar, who read his 
poem “ Little Brown Baby.” 

Robert L. Smith, a negro teacher from 
Oakland, Texas, was introduced next, and 
told of the progress that had been made in 
educating the negroes of Texas. The great 
trouble with the farmers was, he said, that 
they took large mortgages on their farms 
at ruinous rates of interest, and did not 
save their money in order to pay them off. 
For the purpose of Cneeee the farmers 
in saving he had organized a Farmers’ Im- 
provement Society, he said, and as a help to 
this a society known as “ The Woman's 
Barnyard Auxiliary Society ’’ had also been 
organized. 


MR. BALDWIN’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Baldwin, who is Chairman of the 
Financial Committee of the Tuskegee In- 
stitute, spoke next, and said that the work 
being done by the institute could not be too 
highly praised. 

“Those who send money for the support 
of the institute need not be afraid that it 
is being wasted,” he said. ‘“‘ The students 


are gladly living at the rate of 7 cents a 
meal. The education of 1,000 negroes, boys 
and girls, is not such a great matter, but 
the example set to both black and white 
people in the South is.”’ 

Mr. Baldwin concluded by appealing for 
funds for the institute and by the an- 
nouncement that $10,000 had already been 
promised him under certain conditions. 

“The work in Tuskegee is expensive,” 
he said, ‘‘ and we are trying to raise $35,- 
000. Already I have received a promise of 
$10,000 in case the other $25,000 was raised 
within thirty days.” 

When asked later in the evening who had 
offered the $10, , Mr. Baldwin said it 
had been promised by four women in 
Brooklyn, who preferred that their names 
should not be made public. 

After Mr. Baldwin had concluded hits 
speech Mr, Dunbar read his ode to Booker 

. Washington, and amidst a storm of ap- 
plause Mr. Washington himself was intro- 
duced. He open his speech by telling 
something of the early struggles of the 
Tuskegee Institute. 

“It was started in a shanty in 1881,” 
he said, ‘‘ with one teacher and thirty stu- 
dents. Now it has eighty-six teathers and 
over one thousand students from twenty- 
seven States and several foreign countries. 

“When we first started we decided that 
we would construct our own buildings. 
Every one laughed at us and said that we 
would surely fail because we could not 
make the bricks, We started to work to 
make the bricks without straw or money 
either, and we found the want of money 
a greater hindrance than the want of 
straw. Our first attempt was a failure. 
Our funds were all gone and I hunted up 
an old watch and went to Montgomery 
and pawned it. I got $15 for it, and after 
I had paid my railroad expenses I had 
$11 left. With that we started to make 
more bricks, and our second attempt was 
@ success.”’ 

Mr. Washington then went on to make 
an appeal for the institution. 

” e negroes do not ask for charity,” 
he said. “ All that they want is some one 
to teach them how to live and to save 
money.” 

“You should not judge the negroes by 
their worst copie, but by their best. What 
chance would New York have if it were 
judged by the scum of its population? We 
should no longer depend for the solution of 
our problem upon the mere receiving of a 
few pennies. The men of wealth and im- 
portance should take hold of it in a gener- 
ous manner. 

‘‘There never was such an opportunity 
for the uplifting of an entire race through 
money properly used as there is at present. 
Whatever else may happen, the negro 
throughout the country is determined 
through your help and encouragement to 
continue getting property, becom ng a tax- 
payer, securing intelligence, and learning 
to put a premium on high moral char- 


acter.” 
BISHOP POTTER’S COMMENDATION. 


When Bishop Potter, the last speaker of 
the evening, was introduced he said that 
the meeting meant a great deal to him and 
his contemporaries. 

“This is a thanksgiving service for us,” 
he said. ‘‘We have found a remarkable 
man who has struck the first clear note 
pn the negro problem we have heard in the 
thirty years in which it has vexed us. The 
negro, as he has just said, does not ask 
for charity. He does ask for justice. We 


thought that we did a fine thing when we 
freed him and threw him over the fence to 
scramble for himself as best he could, Our 
sons will look back at our dealings with 
the negro race with shame. 

“That incomparable man, Gen. Arm- 
strong, found the key to the social probiem 
before we had commenced to fumble with 
it or attempted to understand it. Beside 
him I place that great man who spoke to- 
night. A great calling has laid its hand 
upon him. I want every one of you’ to 
read the story of his life, which has ety 
been published. It will vindicate my hig 
estimate of his career. (When he first 
went to Hampton, looking for employment, 
he was told to sweep and dust a room by a 
New England woman. 

“With apologies to thos of his race who 
are here, take the libert 
thoroughness is not one o 
ticeable characteristics. He dusted and 
brushed that room over and over, and 
when the Yankee schoolma’m came back 
and passed her handkerchief over the 
floor and the furniture she could not find 
a speck of dust anywhere. You could have 
eaten from the floor. That was the begin- 
ning of a career that marked a great place 
in the life of his race. When he Ropes’ 
for the Tuskegee Institute he appeals for 
the white man of the South as well as for 
the negro, for they will either rise or fall

WATER AND ICE SUPPLIES. 


Manufacturers’ Association Receives 
a Report Showing that Impurities 
Exist in Hudson River Ice. 


The Manufacturers’ Association, at its 
meeting last night, at 198 Montague Street, 
Brooklyn, discussed the city’s water sup- 
ply, and also its ice supply. Some time 
ago Prof. Willlam P. Mason of the Rens- 
selaer Polytechnic Institute was engaged 
by the association to inspect the sources of 
the city’s ice supply in the Mohawk and 
Hudson Valleys, in the vicinity of Cohoes, 
Troy, and Albany, to determine as to the 
purity of the supply. 

Prof. Mason rendered his report at last 
night’s meeting of the association. It 
showed the existence of impurities in the 
ice taken from the river between Cohoes 
and aang, which resulted from _ the 
emptying of sewers in the cities into the 
river, and from other causes. It was re- 
solved to call the attention of the State 
Board of Health and the Department of 
Health of New York to the report. 

The discussion of the water question con- 
cerned particularly a bill providing for a 
better supply which the association has 
caused to be prepared for introduction in 
the Legislature at Aiany, It was re- 
solved that this bill should be resolutely 
pushed. 


RELIEF DURING RUSH HOUR. 


Effect of Additional Platform Space at 
City Hall Station. 

The little narrow platform that the Man- 
hattan Company has built to the east of its 
eastern track at the City Hall station was 
used at the up-town rush hour for the first 
time yesterday. The platform, which is 
about 4 feet wide, has been set on braces 
over the street. It runs about the length 
of five cars. As trains came in on the 
east track the gates opening on the main 
platform were kept closed by employes. The 
car gates on the little platform across the 
track were swung open and the passengers 
arriving were exhorted by word of mouth to 
move on and to move on quickly. From the 
little platform they moved to a new exit 
leading into the space formerly reached by 
an entrance to the main platform from the 
bridge. This latter opening, while not 
boarded up, had a bar across it, and an 
employe to prevent people from entering 
from the bridge. Those who got off the 
little platform were thus not interfered 
with until they met the up-town hurrying 
crowd out in the bride approach. 

But so far as the western track was con- 
cerned the congestion and jam was as bad 
as ever. Passengers getting off at the sta- 
tion were obliged to battle their way out 
against the stream coming through the 
ticket office from the several stairways 
leading up from below. A new element of 
discord was added. As the people swarm- 
ing for the cars came on, the guards and 
other employes on the platform shouted 
at them as though they were each driving 
a deaf-and-dumb horse. 

“Up front there. Pass along there to the 
next gate,”’ was shouted by the attendants, 
Once in a while some employe would add 
* please,’’ which made the crowding, hust- 
ling. panting mob smile a collective smile. 

he people getting off on the, main plat- 
form fought their way throu the mob 
gathered at the forward car gates to the 
western exit from the platform, which was 
the only one opened for them, as the bar 
prevented their mingling with those using 
the other exit from the little eastern plat- 
form. The only orderly breathing spot se- 
cured to them was the extent of the pas- 
sageway by which they went out to the 
oint where it emptied into the upward- 

ound stream, This distance was only a 
few feet. There seemed to be some effort 
by the employes to force those arriving on 
western trains to pass through the rear 
cars to the front, while the up-town crowd 
was yelled at to go forward, But the crowd 
couldn't be divided into sections, Further, 
those taking the cars on this track swept 
in, filling the space left by the others and 
filling it with some little friction. 

It was remarked by one observer that the 
jam could be considerably lessened by the 
building of a platform to the west similar 
to the one to the east, Pres for it at 
the same time proper and unimpeded means 
of exit. This would do away with the con- 
flict of the two crowds on the platform 
itself, though, as was remarked, it would 
simply transfer the scene of the struggle 
from the property of the Manhattan Com- 
pany to property of the city, or, in other 
words, the bridge. 

“ Which is just what the Manhattan Com- 
pany wants to do,” said one man; “for 
then the problem will have to be settled at 
municipal and not at corporate expense.”’

THE TEN BOLTERS. 


Exhibition of Artists Who Seceded from 


the Secession. 

How far ahead we are over here on the 
strenuous side of art, when we compare 
Europe with America, will be evident if 
one considers that in Paris and Munich 
the painters have gone the length of one 
secession only, while in New York they 
have seceded from the secessionists. The 
Society of American Artists gave the cue 
to the French artists of the Salon called 
after the Champ de Mars, and then the 
** Secéssion '’ at Munich was organized. But 
neither city could catch up with New York. 
The poor fellows were congratulating them- 
selves that they were regular Yankees of 
the strenuous life, who could give their 
elders and inferiors a chance to see how 
pictures ought to be painted, when New 
York took the lead again with the Ten, a 
section of the Society of American Artists 
who could’no longer stand their slow-going 
comrades, and so bounced off on their own 
hook, leaving the air of the studios full 
of atmosphere of a rather warm sort, vi- 
brating, in fact, with expressions far less 
sulted to “interiors” than the “ open air.” 

There are signs in Paris, however, that 
a similar process of scission, as the bac- 
teriologists term it, is impending in the 
Champ de Mars Salon. A wave of Chau- 
vinism has passed again over France, and 
this time found the art world susceptible. 
Foreign artists who win a medal that car- 
ries with it a money prize will hereafter 
get the medal, but not the money. Although 
Americans were among the earliest mem- 
bers of the Champ de Mars Salon, their 
privileges are to be curtailed in certain 
matters. In other words, though the 
Champ de Mars has hitherto refused to 
dance to the piping of their former com- 


rades of the Old Salon and have declined 
all advances looking to a consolidation, yet 


the signs of change are evident. A party 
in the newer body is growing more and 
more conservative, more and more ready 
to apply the ordinary pressure on the en- 
terprising artist in love with novelties, and 
make it so uncomfortable for him that 
presently he will have to break away and 
form a littie clan of his own with such of 
his fellows and such of the rejected as he 
thinks deserving of the same attention that 
he demands for himself. And in Munich, 


too, we may look for some movement of the 
Same kind among the “ Secession.” 

But even then, will they overtake the New 
York standard? Will they not discover 
that the fleet-footed American has taken 
a fresh start, and find that some myste- 
rious force akin to that which splits the 
protoplasmal cell has already cracked the 
Sacred Ten? Like the organisms that float! 
in long colonies on the ocean and break 
apart, only to form new creatures, shall 
we not see a fresh birth presently, called 
let us say, a Vibrating Seven? By all 
means let us hope so; for as nature has 
been supposed to abhor a vacuum, so the 
arts must abominate stagnation. 

The signs of impending scission and re- 
birth are not wanting to the little exhibit 
made by the Ten in the big gallery at Du- 
rand Ruel’s. The Ten are only Nine, (or is 
it only Eight,) owing to the absence of Mr. 
Edward Simmons. Does this mean that he 
wants the whole gallery to himself? But, 
in truth, his methods are not those of the 
majority of the Ten. He does not vibrate 
up to the proper standard of vibration, and 
a mean-souled world is ready to imagine 
that he feels himself a little more unvibra- 
tory, a little too slow in his painting than 
comports with the rofessional ideals of the 
majority. Mr. Thomas Dewing exhibits 
two seated ladies who do not vibrate at all, 
they are so finished and sedate, so booky 
and unblowsed by sun and wind. What a 
delicious elegance in the arm and slender 
fingers of that one who sits pensive in her 
chair as if she had never heard the word 
golf or dreamed that such a thing as a bi- 
cycle existed! How carefully wrought is 
every feature! What a vista of pencil 
drawing and hours of absorbing labor does 
one not perceive behind the delicate model- 
ing and air of perfect rest in this graceful 
yet not too beautiful maiden! Somehow 
Mr. Dewing’s pictures belong in a different 
gallery from the others here. 

Beside them hangs a batch of work by 
an archvibrator, Mr. Childe Hassam, which 
cries aloud for a separate gallery and a big 
one, too. This mosaic of rough paint which 
is most cleverly placed on canvas to form a 
mass of houses, a street, a square, a sec- 
tion of a town, with sunlight beating on 
some walls and with vivid colors springing 
out from the shadow, the merely relative 
shadow, of yet other walls, is so different 
from the methods employed by Messrs. 
Dewing and Simmons that one wonders 
how such opposites as he and they are in 
their views of art can hold together. Mr. 
J. Alden Weir may supply the bridge be- 
tween them, for he has pictures in both 
styles. In the portraits of two little girls 
riding on donkeys he employs the mosaic 
style. The animals are not very living, nor 
has he caught the look of their rough hides 
nor the expression of their stubborn eyes; 
but there is a naive charm about the child- 
ish faces. The ‘‘ Young Lady with Flow- 
er’’ is of another sort, and a very charm- 
ing sort it is. She {is seated, clad in a white, 
flowered gown with narrow bands of black 
lace running across. The face, crowned by 
a towering mass of hair, is very delight- 
fully modeled, Stiff and strange of lengths 
is the other portrait of a young lady who 
looks out from the canvas; her attitude, the 
high-necked, old-fashioned dress, and the 
breastpin give the impression of a wish to 
recall the painters of a hundred years ago. 

John H. Twachtman also belongs in this 
company. His two cascades are really 
foaming with masses of churned-up water, 
and his view of Gloucester is smashed in 
with great sweeps of white paint. Willard 
L. Metcalf may hold on; but his “ Ebbing 
Tide ’’ is perhaps scarcely vibratory enough 
for its surroundings. Very delightful it is, 
all the same, with its green water near and 
blue water afar, and its gay strip of land 
and its high horizon against a dull gray 
sky. His “ Fish Wharves” is another ex- 
cellent seaside view, the sunlight shining 
bravely on smacks and catboats and do- 
ries. His portrait of mother and child is 
less happy. Robert Reid has a nude bather 
perched in a tree in the Anders-Zorn way, 
to the great discomfort, one might imag- 
ine, of her tender skin; she has a weirdly 
foreshortened left arm. The best is a little 
girl standing on a woman's knee, the face 
timid, yet inquiring. Joseph R. De Camp 
still paints enough like the others to hold 
his peace. His ‘Green Shawl” (on the 
shoulders of a young woman who stands to 
gaze upon herself in a cheval glass) is a 
famous piece of color in itself, while the 
pink rose she holds to one ear and the fig- 
= and face are not particularly interest- 
ng. 

Messrs. Tarbell and Benson are of the 
same sort—not vibrators of the first rank 
always, but meaning to be to the top of 
their bent. Mr. Benson’s Paris icture 
which took a silver’ medal was rightly hon- 
ored. The baby standing in the sunlight 
on autumnal grass against a background 
of sea, with a little girl seated near, is a 
thoroughly successful and beautiful at- 
tempt to paint in the open. The flesh 
painting is luminous, the sunlight strong 
and true, the attitudes of the two children 
natural, and the coloring delightful. 

If the Vibratory Seven do split off from 
the Sacred Ten, they must consist of 
Messrs. Hassam, Reid, Benson, Weir, 
Twachtman, Tarbell, and De Camp. All 
that Messrs. Simmons, Dewing, and Met- 
calf have to do is to choose other seven 
from the Society of American Artists who 
have ripened since the Sacred Ten with- 
drew, and fill up their mystic number once 
more. That the Vibratory Seven will hold 
together indefinitely cannot be imagined. 
In time they may divide into a Four and 
a Three. Meantime those who censure this 
progressive subdivision on the ground that 
it introduces hard feelings and increases 
the number of exhibitions to an intolerable 
degree merely show their selfishness and 
unwisdom ainters of easel ictures 
ought to give the widest seOpe to their in- 
dividuality. When they find the juries of 
the large omen like the Academy 
and the Society hostile to their work, it 
is right to set up for themselves rather 
than allow themselves to fall into the habit 
of painting for the probable taste of the 
jury. Hail to the Sacred Ten! Would there 
were more of them. 


Resignation of Prof. Woodridge. 


After a service of more than forty years, 
the Rev. Samuel Merrill Woodbridge, Pro- 
fessor of Ecclesiastical History and Gov- 
ernment, and Dean of the New Brunswick 


Theological Seminary, has tendered his res- 
ignation. Dr. Woodbridge is eighty-two 
years of age. He was graduated from the 
seminary in 1841. Since 1857 he has held 
chairs in it and has been Dean since 1889. 
The resignation will be acted on by the 
General Synod when it meets in June. 


Storm-Beaten Schooner in Port. 


With sails split and a half-mended leak 
in her bottom, the schooner Ira B. Ellems, 
Capt. Marston, arrived here yesterday 
from Port-au-Prince.

Mr. Coffin is the 
owner of 700 shares of stock in the Erie 
Company.

NO STRIKE ON BRIDGE TRAINS. 


Progressive Advance in Employes’ 


Wages Begins on April 1. 

President Rossiter of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company announced yesterday that 
beginning with April 1 the company will 
grant the Brooklyn Bridge employes the 
same progressive advances in wages as are 
given to the motormen and conductors on 
the surface lines. This was in accordance 
with a promise made to the men when they 
talked strike a week or two ago, and ap- 
peared to have the effect of stopping the 
strike talk yesterday, except among a num- 
ber of the more hot-headed employes. The

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FREDERIC HARRISON SPEAKS. 


The British Positivist Entertained by 


the Authors’ Club. 

The Authors’ Club entertained Frederic 
Harrison, the well-known British publicist 
and President of the London Positivist 
Committee, in their rooms in Carnegie Hall 
last evening. George Cary Eggleston pre- 
sided. There were about fifty or sixty au- 
thors and their friends present. 

Dr. Moncure D. Conway, who has been 
acquainted with Mr. Harrison for thirty- 
five years, described the Positivist Society 
as the only church which was absolutely 
and consistently opposed to the shedding 


of human blood, the one body of faithful 
ones among the hordes of faithless. 

Mr. Harrison was then introduced, and 
received a warm welcome. He briefly 
sketched the aims of the Positfvists, as in- 
spired by the teachings of Auguste Comte. 
And he said that he felt that this Church, 
which was not a sect, had met with a small 
measure of success, but, he added, ‘ the 
measure of success has been so small that 
many have said that it was none at all.” 

After outlining. the system adopted by 
the Positivists in politics, which so far 
had precluded their offering themselves 
for any political office, he said that their 
attitude toward religion was to make use 
of what there was in the various denomina- 
tions which, irrespective of religious belief, 
served to elevate the masses. ‘* We live 
with the best and we encourage the best 
that is in the spirit of our time.’’ 

In closing the speaker said: 

“What has most impressed me during 
my stay in America has been the wonderful 
philanthropy which causes your citizens 
to give out of their wealth an abundance 
to create and maintain libraries and insti- 
tutions of learnirig. We in England, with 
our different social system, are less fortu- 
nate. Nobody thinks there of giving much- 
needed endowments to our colleges.”’

A DECISION ON COPYRIGHTS. 


Federal Court Defines the Essentials of 
the Notice. 

BOSTON, March 18.—An important decis- 
ion relating to copyright was given by 
Judge Colt of the United States Circuit 
Court to-day sustaining demurrers filed by 
the respondents in a case in which a pub- 
lishing house sought to obtain damages 
from two of the large business concerns 
of this city for alleged infringement in 
handling ‘‘ The Professor at the Breakfast 
‘able,’ by Oliver Wendell Holmes, and 
“The Minister's Wooing,’ by Harriet 
Beecher Stowe. 

The Court holds that the name of the 
person taking out a copyright must be in- 
serted in the notice of every edition pub- 
lished, and that the failure to do this 
vitiates the copyright. <A literal compli- 
ance with the statute may not be re- 
quired, but the notice must contain the 
essentials of the name, claim of exclusive 
right, and the date when obtained.

LETTERS AND POETRY 
ARE READ IN COURT 


Husband and Wife Both Weep at 
the Paine Divorce Hearing. 


Woman Charged with Writing Tender 
Missives in Prose and Verse to 
Another Man. 


The domestic troubles of Mr. and Mrs. 
Oscar Van Dyck Paine are being aired to 
a considerable extent before Justice Freed- 
man, in Part VI., Special Term of the Su- 
preme Court. The trial of the case began 
yesterday. It should have started | last 
Thursday, but just as it was being called 
Mrs. Paine fainted, and then went into 
convulsions. She is suing her husband for 
a separation on the grounds that he desert- 
ed her. He filed a counter suit, in which 
he asks for an absolute divorce and names 
John Kintner, a former Postmaster at 


Newton, N. J., in the papers. 

Letters by the barrel and poetry enough 
to fill several volumes form the exhibits 
in the case. Frank Moss appears for the 
husband and Jurdon Seeley for the wife. 
Each side has its partisans in court, and 
the husband and wife took turns in crying 
over some of the tender missives and poetry 
which had been written to each other before 
the break came. The Paines were married 
on St. Patrick’s Day, 1889. 

Mrs. Paine was the first witness called to 
the stand. She is a very attractive-looking 
woman, with light hair. At times during 
her testimony she became intensely dra- 
matic as she denied certain things asked 
her on cross-examination. In her direct ex- 
amination she said that her husband was 
a commercial traveler and that he was 
away from home a great deal of the time. 
She said that when he was at home he 
often treated her cruelly and struck her 
several times. He finally left her and took 
their little son with him. 

On cross-examination Frank Moss began 
producing letters, many of which had been 
written to Mr. sKintner. Mr. Moss called 
attention to the fact that he had obtained 
possession of these letters through the as- 
sistance of Mrs. Kintner, who had taken 
them from a box in which her husband had 
kept them. 

** Don't you know that you broke up not 
only your own home, but the home of Mr. 
KKintner as well?”’ 

** No, I don’t know that.”’ 

‘* Didn’t you tell Mrs. Kintner that if she 
ever tried to separate you from her hus- 
band that you would do what Mrs. George 

id? ’’ 


“‘No, I did not. I only said that Mrs. 
George did right.” 

“What did Mrs. George do?”’ 

, ee. shot President McKinley’s brother- 
n-iaw. 

‘“* Was there any further conversation be- 
tween you and Mrs. Kintner?”’ 

“Yes. She was forever talking religion 
to me and coaxing me to go back to my 
husband.” 

‘* What did you say?”’ 

** I told her to mind her own business.” 

Mr. Moss then began to read the letters 
he had secured from Mrs. Kintner, which 
had been written to her husband by Mrs. 
Paine. One of these letters concluded as 
follows: 

You are dearer to me than anything in the 
world, and I feel as badly as any weman could, 
and you must know it worries me to live this 
double life I am living. Better a thousand 
times we had never met if you are tiring of 
me after me loving you and doing as I have 
done for you. Will now close with love and 
kisses from your true love, MAY. 

In another letter Mrs. Paine said: ‘I love 
you so dearly and always will, no matter 
what may happen.”’ 

“Did you mean all you wrote in those 
letters to Mr. Kintner?”’ 

‘Sometimes we write things we don’t 
mean.”’ 

‘You wrote that you loved him. Did you 
mean that’?”’ 

‘“*No. I love only my child.’’ 

‘“*“Why did you write to him?” 
ble Because I wanted sympathy in my trou- 

e.”’ 

‘“‘ Did Mr. Kintner sympathize with you?’”’ 

‘Yes, he said soothing words to me.’ 

“When you said in your letter, ‘I love 
you so dearly,’ did you mean that?’”’ 

‘**No. I wrote the letters when I felt 
badly and did not mean what I said.”’ 

Mr. Moss then read some poetry, the first 
verse being: 

I have no sweetheart but you, dear, 
Say, can you ever forget 
How in the twilight, dear, 
In all of Spring's radiance met? 
Close to my heart I would hold you, 
There where the roses once grew, 
While in silence I told you 
I had no sweetheart but you. 

Mrs. Paine smiled while this was being 
read, and her husband, who sat back of 
his counsel, began to cry. 

“Did you write that?’’ Mr. Moss asked 
the witness. 

“I wrote those verses to my husband 
years ago.”’ 

Mr. Moss brought out the fact that Mr. 
and Mrs. Paine had lived at Tarrytown 
when the separation took place, and at one 
time, when she was ill, she had sent a 
letter to Mr. Kintner, and he had come 
across the river to see her. 

It came Mrs. Paine’s turn to cry when 
Mr. Moss read several letters which she 
had written to her husband after they had 
separated. In these letters she inquired 
after their little son and urged her husband 
to bring him up properly. 

At the close of Mrs. Paine’s testimony the 
deposition of her mother, Mrs. Mary Bird, 
was read. The deposition had been taken 
at Mrs. Bird’s home, in East One Hundred 
and Thirty-sixth Street. Mrs. Bird said 
that Mrs. Paine was now living with her, 
and that she had seen Kintner on the street 
waiting in front of the house, watching for 
her daughter, ‘‘I believe that Kintner has 
some power over my daughter, or she 
would not have gone with him as she did,”’ 
— the conclusion of Mrs. Bird's deposi- 
tion. 

The case will be on again to-day. 


YOUNG HUSBAND MISSING. 


Eugenie Bashford Tonkin’s Writ of Ha- 
beas Corpus Dismissed—Justice 
McAdam’s Remark. 

Eugenie Bashford Tonkin failed to get 
her young husband on the writ of habeas 
corpus which she has secured against her 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Virginia Tonkin. The 
writ was returnable in the Supreme Court 
before Justice McAdam yesterday. Ac- 
cording to the wife, who has served an ap- 
prenticeship as a chorus girl, her mother- 


in-law was opposed to her marriage to 
young Harold G. Tonkin, and when he went 
to visit Mrs. Tonkin, Sr., at the Hotel Ma- 
jestic, Central Park West and Seventy- 
second Street, on March 5 last, he disap- 
peared, and has not been seen since. 

When the case was called yesterday the 
young Mrs. Tonkin looked about the court- 
room, and then turned to her counsel and 
said, ‘‘ He isn’t here.”’ 

‘* Where is the husband?” asked Justice 
McAdam. 

‘**In the custody of his mother, who was 
ordered to bring him here,’’ was the answer 
given by the young Mrs. Tonkin’s counsel. 

At this point Thomas Gilleran arose and 
said that he appeared for Mrs. Virginia 
Tonkin. Continuing, he said: 

‘“‘Mrs. Tonkin has made a return to the 
writ, which sets forth that her son is not in 
her custody, and that she does not know 
where he its.”’ 

** What have you to say to that?’’ asked 
— Justice of young Mrs, Tonkin’s coun- 
sel. 

‘**T am informed,’ was the reply, “ that 
his mother keeps him locked in a room at 
the Hotel Majestic.”’ 

* How old is the boy?”’ 

‘‘ He is twenty-one years old.”’ 

“Then how is this young man restrained 
by his mother?’’ asked the Justice. ‘‘ Has 
she a string tied to him?” 

**He is kept in a room.” 

“That may be possible, but not probable 
—in fact, it is unbelievable,’’ said the Jus- 
tice, who then ordered the writ of habeas 
corpus dismissed. 

After the hearing counsel for young Mrs. 
Tonkin said that he understood that her 
husband was now in Colorado, and that he 
would try to get him back to this State. 

The young man over whom the dispute is 
being carried on has had another experi- 
ence in married life. His first wife, an 
artists’ model, obtained a divorce from him, 
in which his second wife, who was then 
a chorus girl at Weber & Fields’s, was 
named as co-respondent. The father of 
the young man is J. J. Tonkin, who has 
large business interests at Oswego, N. Y. 


Ward Line Leases New Offices. 
The second and third floors of the new 
seven-story building to be erected by Henry 
Corn at the northeast corner of Wall and 
Water Streets have been leased to James 


E. Ward & Co., owners of the Ward Line 
of steamships. The lease, which was nego- 
tiated by Broker Herbert A. Sherman, is 
for a term of ten years, and the aggregate 
rental is about $150,000.

TO TEST BICYCLE BELL LAW. 


Attorney Keogh Contends that the Ordi- 
nance Is a Dead Letter. 

A case came up before Magistrate Cor- 
nell, in the West Side Police Court, yes- 
terday, the decision of which will affect 
every bicycle rider and motor. vehicle 
owner in the State. The question raised 
was whether. the amended laws demand 
that bicycles and motor vehicles shall be 
equipped with bells wherewith to give 
warning to pedestrians and others. For 
more than three years the City Magistrates, 
in disposing of the cases of prisoners 
charged with failing to have bells on their 
bicycles or vehicles, have been guided by 
Section 1 of Article V. of the Corporation 
Ordinance of 1897. 

This section provides that the law is vio- 
lated unless the vehicles mentioned are 


equipped with an “alarm bell or gong.” 
Thousands have been arrested, and have 
been compelled to pay fines for disobeying 
the ordinance. No one ever thought of 
testing the legality of the procedure until 
yesterday afternoon, when five prisoners, 
arrested for the alleged offense, appeared 
with counsel prepared to uphold the con- 
tention that, as a matter of fact, there is 
no law compelling the carrying of bells on 
bicycles or any other vehicle. 

The five prisoners, including a son of 
Supreme Court Justice David McAdam, had 
been arrested by Bicycle Policeman Rouse 
for failing to have bells on their bicycles. 
When they appeared at the bar the Mag- 
istrate was somewhat surprised to hear 
Lawyer Thomas F, Keogh announce that 
he appeared as counsel for the defendants. 

Mr. Keogh at once declared that the city 
ordinances of 1897 relating to bicycles 
had been made a dead letter by Section 634 
of the Laws of 1899 of New York State. 
This law repeals the then existing laws, 
and ordains that ‘no city, town, or village 
shall have any power to make any ordi- 
nance or regulation respecting bicycles or 
tricycles except as provided in this act.’’ 

is State law then does not say that bells 
must be used, but that bicycle riders ‘“ must 
give an alarm by bell, whistle, or other- 
wise, which may be heard 100 feet away.” 

Mr. Keogh asked for the discharge of the 

risoners on the point he had raised. Mag- 
strate Cornell said that the point raised 
was a very important one, and that he 
would take time to consider it. He then 
adjourned the hearing until to-morrow, 
when he said he would give his decision. 
He paroled the prisoners in the custody of 
their lawyer until that time.

CAUSES OF A BOY’S DEATH. 


Vaccination, Neglected Blood Poisoning, 
and Last, Heart Disease. 
George Hagan, fifteen years old, died at 
his home, 82 Virginia Avenue, on Saturday, 
from heart disease superinduced by blood 
poisoning, which, in its turn, was the re- 
sult of vaccination. He was graduated 
from a grammar schoo! on Feb. 5, and un- 


der the school law was vaccinated a few 
days afterward, preparatory to entering the 
high school. Two weeks after he caught 
cold and his arm became very sore. 

He neglected to inform his parents until 
Monday, March 11, and then blood poison- 
ing had set in. He was progressing favor- 
ably, however, until Friday, when his heart 
became affected, and death followed. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


INVALID CHARITABLE BEQUESTS.—William 
C. Herring, who died in 1894, by his will 
made charitable bequests to various or- 
ganizations, some ineorporated and some 
unincorporated. In an action brought by 
E. H. Pratt, as administrator, with the 
will annexed for the construction of the in- 
strument, several of the bequests were held 
good at the Special Term. Those which 
were held invalid appealed to the Appellate 
Division, in this city, where the judgment 
below was affirmed over three years ago. 
On further appeal, the Court of Appeals 
has now sustained that decision, on the 


opinion of Justice Rumsey in the Appellate 
Division. By various clauses of the will 
the testator bequeathed considerable sums 
to Roman Catholic organizations, includ- 
ing the Roman Catholic Poor Society and 
the Poor Schools Attached to St. Patrick's 
Church, in England; the poor of St. Peter's 
Roman Catholic Church, in Barclay Street, 
in this city, and the Roman Catholic Or- 
phan Asylum of the City of Albany. The 
court holds that a voluntary unincorporated 
association cannot take a bequest, even 
for charitabie purposes, and that, in the 
absence of proof as to the law of a foreign 
country, the courts of this State will either 
indulge in no presumption at all or will as- 
sume that the foreign law is the same as 
that of the State of New York. A bequest 
to the poor of an incorporated church, such 
as St. Peter's, in Barclay Street, was held 
to be invalid because of indefiniteness, even 
though the church be competent to take.

VENDOR'S AGENT AND VENDEE.—Edward 
R. and F. Glor, who were copartners in the 
business of manufacturing barrels, in the 
City of Buffalo, sold, in 1896, at a branch 
they had established at Lewiston, in Niag- 
ara County, through an agent named Car- 
ney, 1,230 barrels to James H. Kelly. In 
response to a demand upon him by the 
Glors for payment, Kelly replied that he 
had ‘“ settled’’ with the agent. The Glors 
made no further demand upon Kelly dur- 
ing his lifetime, but sought payment from 
the agent. Carney replied that they must 


look to him, and that the would settle with 
them when he received certain money which 
was due him. The principals wrote that 
that arrangement was satisfactory, and 
that they hoped the agent would settle the 
account as soon as he received such money, 
The efforts of the principals to secure pay- 
ment from the agent continued for at least 
six months, but Carney died without hav- 
ing made such payment, rage A an estate 
which was insolvent. In an action brought 
by the Glors against J. W. H. Kelly, as ad- 
ministrator of J. H. Kelly's estate, to re- 
cover the purchase price of the goods, the 
Appellate Division of the Fourth Depart- 
ment affirmed judgment, dismissing the 
complaint, holding, by Justice Spring, that 
the principals — elected to ratify the 
settlement made with the agent, could not 
disavow such ratification after the death of 
the vendee and the agent. Justices McLen- 
nan and Williams wrote dissenting opin- 
ions, holding that the nonsuit erroneously 

roceeded upon the theory that the vendee 
had actually paid the agents for the goods. 
The Court of Appeals has now affirmed 
the judgment.
